Besting his time trial result 
from the previous week, Sam 
Capobianco ’21 placed 21st in 
the varsity race with a time of 
18:06 in the Bobcat Invitation- 
al on Sunday. 

“T think [Capobianco] might 
have been the only one on the 
entire team who ran faster 
than the time trial, which is 
saying something. He had a re- 
ally good race, and he tackled 
those hills with confidence, 
and it clearly showed. He came 
to compete and he passed a lot 
of people. He came 21st - al- 
most there to getting a medal,” 
said Captain Alex Fleury ’20, 
who placed fourth overall in 
the varsity race with a time of 
17:04. 

The Bobcat Invitational 
served as the team’s opening 
meet, and it was the first time 
anyone on the team had ever 
competed on the course, ac- 
cording to Fleury. 

Head Coach Patrick Rielly 
wrote in an email to The Phil- 
lipian, “The meet had a won- 
derful energy. The meet direc- 
tor said that many consider 
the Bobcat course ‘the tough- 
est in New Hampshire, so it 
was an excellent early-season 
challenge for our team.” 

The course and race envi- 
ronment had a similar setup 
to Interschols at the end of the 
season, allowing the team to 
get a feel for that type of envi- 
ronment, according to Rielly. 

Reilly said, “In order to pre- 
pare for Interschols, which 
is a multi-team invitational 
meet, we wanted to get some 
experience racing against a 
large field of runners. Bob- 
cat has been a great meet for 
many years, and since it al- 
ways features great competi- 
tion, we were thrilled to join 
the event.” 

According to Harrison Wil- 
son ’20 and Anthony Minicki- 
ello ’20, the course was a chal- 
lenge that mimicked the hills 
at NMH, where the team will 
compete in two weeks and at 
Interschols. : 

“The coaches described this 
course as grind-y... It’s neces- 
sary to really dig in and put 
in a constant effort. It’s not 
necessarily about who has the 
fastest legs or the speediest 
times. One really has to be able 
to maintain their speed and 
use their endurance to just go 
up and down the rolling hills 
of a course like this,” said Wil- 
son. 

Minickiello wrote, “This 
course had plenty of rolling 


hills like the one in North- 
field, so the absence of level 
ground generally made the 
race a harder grind. This meet 
stands out from other rac- 
es because of the large (100+ 
runners per section) field siz- 
es. However, what normally 
accompanies big meets like 
this one is the high pressure of 
championships, but that this 
race was the first of the season 
made it less serious and more 
fun.” 

Considering the  chal- 
lenge and unfamiliarity of the 
course, Rielly encouraraged 
the team to embrace the com- 
petition from all of the other 
teams. 

“Our word of the meet was 
compete. I hoped that our 
runners would use the race 
as an opportunity to test their 
training on a tough course 
with great competition. They 
definitely delivered with 
some fantastic performances,” 
wrote Rielly. 

The team has a lot of depth 
in its varsity and JV squads, 
according to Wilson. 

“Our depth is especially 
beneficial this year because 
we have a range of underclass- 
men. We have a good group 
of about four to five seniors 
that’s pretty strong, and be- 
yond that we have a couple of 
uppers, a freshman, and new 
people who continue to en- 
sure the strength of our pro- 
gram,” said Wilson. 

He continued, “Will Heth- 
erington ‘20 comes to mind. 
He ran in the JV race up at 
the front for a majority of the 
race. He really put in a good 
effort this weekend. He ran 
the JV race, but I know he’s 
capable of moving up to the 
varsity squad and I think this 
race was like a really good 
demonstrator of his progress 
and of the people beyond the 
top seven who can fill in and 
help the team.” 

The team will focus its 
training on preparing for the 
NMH Invitational on Septem- 
ber 28, which will set a stan- 
dard for Interschols. 

“I’m not sure what Coach 
Rielly has in mind, but we’ll 
definitely train for the next 
few weeks ... hills, definite- 
ly some tempo sort of stuff, 
and try to stay on the grass as 
much as possible, not only to 
emulate the course at NMH, 
but just to keep the pressure 
off of running on hard surface 
off our feet,” said Fleury. 

The team will compete in 
the NMH invitational on Sep- 
tember 28.

BXC Places Five Runners 
in Top 20 at NUH

When Chris Ratcliffe PG’20 
finished the race with a time 
of 16:32, he achieved the fast- 
est time ever recorded for an 
Andover runner on the 3.1 mile 
long Northfield Mount Her- 
mon course. This race on Sat- 
urday was the team’s second 
meet of the season, and Rat- 
cliffe finished third overall. 

Andover placed third in a 
contentious varsity race witha 
cumulative score of 61 points, 
falling just six points behind 
the first place team’s score. 

According to Coach Patrick 
Rielly and Anthony Minickiel- 
lo ’20, the team had spent the 
past two weeks getting ready 
for the challenging and hilly 
course. 

“The team entered the race 
after two weeks of strong 
training following our last 
meet, so the runners were ex- 
cited to tackle NMH’s difficult 
course,” Rielly wrote in an 
email to The Phillipian. 

“What I thought were the 
best parts of the race were 
when the team wasted no time 
starting out fast and immedi- 
ately placing itself into a favor- 
able position, and that unlike 
the meet prior, the team was 
in a lot better shape to take on 
the hills and uneven terrain,” 
Minickiello wrote in an email 
to The Phillipian. 

Establishing race-day rou- 
tines was an important factor 
for this meet, especially since 
many of Andover’s runners 
were competing for the first 
time this season, according to 
Harrison Wilson ’20. 

“T think we stuck to our 
habits and kept our race plan 


in mind during the day. I think 
across the board people kept 
to hydrations schedules and 
anticipated the weather pret- 
ty well. Everyone I think toed 
the line ready to go, well-fu- 
eled, well-hydrated mentally 
prepared for the race,” said 
Wilson. 

One of Andover’s primary 


goals heading into the race | 
was for the team to get ac- | 


quainted with the course, as 


the team will return to it later | 


in the season for the New En- 


gland Championship race, ac- | 


cording to Coach Riley. 

“NMH will host the New 
England championship race 
in November, so we’re look- 
ing to break their course down 
and practice its rhythms in the 
next several weeks in order to 
prepare to run our best when 
it matters most,” said Coach 
Rielly. 

The runners will try to in- 
corporate skills that were no- 
ticed to be lacking in the race 
into their practices for the 
next few weeks, according to 
Minickiello. 

“T think our team would 
do well to work on staying in 
packs and running together 
more often in workouts. That 


will definitely be coming up in | 
training, but that was some- | 
thing that I noticed we didn’t | 
have during the race at NMH. | 


Purposefully running with 
your teammates seems to con- 
tradict the common wisdom 
which says to run your own 
race, but sticking together will 
help our teammates push each 
other,” said Minickiello.

whole... I can tell right away 
that a lot of the younger run- 
ners look up to him because he 
is an experienced runner, and 
I think that’s really import- 
ant, especially as they age and 
progress in their careers. He’s 
driven to work harder and I 
think that attitude speaks very 
well for not only the people in 
the varsity group but for the 
JV group and training group 
as well. His work ethic is infec- 
tious among the team.” 

For his speed and will to win, 
Ratcliffe has received the acco- 
lade of The Phillipian’s Athlete 
of the Week. 


When and how did you 
start running? 


I started running freshman 
year of high school. It was 


something that both my older 
siblings had started doing, so 
it was something that I was 
always interested in. My dad 
is an athlete agent, and so he 
represents distance runners, 
so it was sort of a community 
that I had always been around. 


What made you want 
to come to Andover for a 
Post-Graduate year? 


I think another year of ac- 
ademic and athletic develop- 
ment. I heard such amazing 
things about Andover, and I 
know that it wasn’t a route 
that was commonly taken, but 
I knew that I wanted to help 
better prepare myself for col- 
lege. Andover offered so many 
great opportunities, so doing 
a [Post-Graduate] year was 
something that I was very ex- 
cited about. 


How has Andover differ- 
entiated from your past high 
school experience? 


I think Andover is one of the 
nicest schools I’ve ever been 
to. On the athletic side, the 
team is a little bit different. 
Everything has an academic 


focus, which is different from 
my public high school. 


What was preseason like? 


I met with the team last Sat- 
urday, and we’ve been running 
almost every day. Last Mon- 
day, we went out to Concord, 
to the battle road, which is a 
place where I’ve run a couple 
hundred times, which was re- 
ally cool. We’ve also been lift- 
ing and doing strength things, 
and we just had a meeting 
with the full team. 


What are your pre-race 
rituals? 


Obviously the night before 
and a couple nights before, 
I just try to get a lot of sleep. 
The night before, I eat pasta or 
spaghetti with meatballs, but 
that could change now that 
I’m living away from home. On 
the day of the race, I try to get 
in the zone by listening to mu- 
sic while I’m hanging out on 
the bus, and then when I get 
there I start to warm up and 
get mentally prepared for the 
competition.

How do you motivate 
yourself during races? 


Cross country is an individ- 
ual sport but there are defi- 
nitely some team aspects to 
it. I think the idea of trying to 
help the team and support the 
team definitely gives me moti- 
vation. Yes, it’s hard, but I like 
to compete and try my best, 
and I know that I would be 
really disappointed if I didn’t 
try my best. A few of my tricks 
are just to focus on the person 
in front of me, and not think 
“Wow, this is really hard,” but 
just to focus on the task at 
hand.

Alex Fleury ’20 Develops As A Leader in Second Year of Captainship

Entering his second year 
as Captain for Andover Boys 
Cross Country, Alex Fleury ’20 
looks to build upon the posi- 
tive team chemistry and envi- 
ronment he worked to estab- 
lish in the team’s 2018 season. 

According to Fleury, during 
his first year as the Captain 
he aimed to emulate the roles 
his previous captains played 
by setting a standard of inclu- 


sivity and working to develop 
a constructive team atmo- 
sphere. 

“Last year, being a Captain 
for the first time, I was a little 
nervous going into the same 
environment I’ve been in the 
past couple of years but hav- 
ing a different role. I knew 
that similar to how previous 
captains reached out to me 
and made me feel really com- 
fortable on the team, I want- 
ed to reflect that kind of be- 
havior as a Captain. I thought 
that the other leaders on the 
team and I did a really good 
job of bringing the culture of 
the team together and making 
sure that everybody felt com- 
fortable and felt like they were 
in a place where they could 
succeed both as an athlete and 
a student,” Fleury said. 

Fleury recognizes the im- 
portance of learning from his 
past experiences and using 
them to strengthen his role as 
a leader. 

“Last year, one of the things 
that I learned was that it’s 
very important at the end of 
practices to keep the team 
together to do core work. We 
wanted to make sure to have 
as many people as possible 


stick around so that the team 
could get stronger and get to 
know each other,” said Fleury. 

He continued, “For this 
year, I’m going to try to have 
everyone stick together, espe- 
cially on the easier days. It’s 
important to emphasize group 
running and we have to make 
sure that no one’s ever run- 
ning alone. These groups also 
help us improve during races 
by helping everyone push each 
other in their own pack.” 

According to teammates 
Doug Yang ’20 and Jake DiA- 
damo ’21, Fleury emphasizes 
the value of maintaining focus 
in practice, especially during 
warmups and stretches. 

“You can see him trying to 
really push all his teammates 
to not only do the runs we do 
daily, but also the stretches 
and dynamic warmups that 
we do. I can see him actually 
trying to push people to per- 
fect those warmups because 
he sees the value in them and 
helps us see the value in these 
warmups,” said Yang. 

DiAdamo added, “Alex 
shows his leadership by being 
friendly but also staying very 
focused on the task at hand. 
Especially during warmups, 


he makes sure everyone is 
staying on task and putting in 
the effort.” 

In addition to being a great 
leader at practice, Fleury is a 
talented competitor and an 
important contributor to the 
success of the team during 
meets, according to team- 
mates Sam Capobianco ’21 and 
DiAdamo. 

“During races, Alex is a very 
motivated athlete. He goes af- 
ter what he wants and does 
not stop until he gets it. He’s 
focused and motivated and a 
great athlete overall,” wrote 
Capobianco in an email to The 
Phillipian. 

“He is our best runner. He’s 
very experienced and never 
seems worried before a race. 
His [personal record] his 
Lower year was only 28 sec- 
onds slower than the course 
record,” added DiAdamo. 

According to Yang, Fleury 
is not only a motivating and 
diligent leader, but also a com- 
passionate and attentive team- 
mate. 

“He really encourages his 
teammates and in general he is 
avery disciplined and su port- 
ive Captain because it doesn’t 
matter what you’re coming 


into the sport as. Whether 
you’re a completely untrained 
runner or you’ve been running 
for a long time, I would still 
see him in the back talking to 
freshmen and other new run- 
ners and that shows that he 
really cares about everyone on 
the team,” said Yang. 

Fleury’s greatest priority 
for the season is creating an 
environment where everyone 
feels supported and energized 
to pursue their goals and reach 
their greatest potential. 

“My main goal is to make 
sure that everyone on the team 
has someone on the team to 
talk to because I won’t be able 
to talk to everyone at the same 
time. It’s really important that 
everyone is comfortable with 
going out and running with 
someone else on the team. I’m 
also going to try to gauge ev- 
eryone’s goals for the season 
in terms of staying healthy as 
well as racing to the best of 
their abilities and I’m going to 
do my best to help them reach 
their goals,” he said.

After coaching together for five 
seasons, Head Coach of the Boys 
Cross Country team Patrick Riel- 
ly has taken the role from former 
Head Coach and Dean of Faculty 
Jeff Domina. The Phillipian sat 
down with them to discuss their 
values, goals, and hopes for the 
program in this transition year. 


How has the season been so 
far? How are the routines dif- 
ferent or similar to the past? 


Coach Rielly: I’m excited that 
I am taking over. It’s really [about] 
preserving all the things that make 
PAXC so great. It [all] started with 
Coach [Jon] Stableford ‘63, and 
Coach Domina has made his mark 
on the program, as well. [Mly job, 


in a lot of ways, is to preserve a lot 
of those traditions that make cross 
country so great, so I’m trying to 
keep a lot of the same rhythms and 
routines of both the week and the 
season so the runners have some 
continuity, but also I think that it 
has worked really well to establish 
the core values of the program. 


What are some of those core 
values and traditions? 


Coach Rielly: I think the thing 
that sort of underlies what we’re 
trying to do [..] and the thing I 
really love about cross country is 
that you get 50 guys on the team, 
and they’re all working toward the 
same goal: to get faster for a 5K. 
We're all in the same race. They 
come from different levels of expe- 
rience, but we as coaches are try- 
ing to get each runner stronger and 


faster and keep them healthy. [W] 
e’re trying to establish a supportive 
culture, both in terms of the stuff 
we do inside of practice, but also 
outside of practice. 


Coach Domina: I think that’s 
part of what’s exciting about the 
change in coaching roles, too, be- 
cause Coach Rielly and I share 
a sense of the culture and ethos 
of the team. We value a lot of the 
same things, but part of what’s 
exciting about the newness of the 
switch is that he has ideas that will 
help us move even more toward 
the same values and maintain the 
culture in ways that carry on good 
stuff, but help us achieve it better. 
Those are the kind of changes he’s 
making. 


Are there any big changes to 
the program this year? 


Coach Rielly: We're really 
lucky to have all the coaches re- 
turning this year, we have a huge 
influx of young runners, and we're 
about 50 on the roster right now, 
which is really exciting for both 
this year and also the next several 
years for the program. I’m just re- 
ally excited to begin the process of 
building the subsequent years of 
runners. We were lucky to return 
alot of great talent and to welcome 
a couple of older runners who are 
new to the school, but they will re- 
ally impact on our program. 


What were the results of the 
first time trial, and how are you 
taking those results and looking 
forward to this first race? 


Coach Rielly: [...Ajs I told 
the guys, it’s not necessarily like 


you're going to get your best time 
in a time trial. That’s not neces- 
sarily the goal. [The goal] is to get 
out there and run hard and work 
with your teammates. [...] I think 
we're in good position to enter the 
knowledge of the time. In terms of 
the training going forward, every- 
one has people to run with, which 
I think is essential in terms of chal- 
lenging each other within practice 
structure. 


What are your goals for the 
rest of the season? 


Coach Rielly: I think about that 
big goal: to try to help 50 runners 
get stronger, faster, while staying 
healthy, and kind of peak and run 
their best times, whether it be 
Phillips Exeter Academy, or Inter- 
schols in November. That’s sort of 
the big goal. In terms of place, we 
always like to do as well as we can. 
It’s always the goal to try to win. 
One thing I think about is the way 
in which we can control what we 
can control, and if we prepare [...], 
and we run the best we can, but 
Ym thrilled, whatever place we 
get. 


Do you have similar coaching 
styles, or are there any signifi- 
cant differences? 


Coach Rielly: I learned a lot 
about what it means to be a coach 
and a teacher from Mr. Domi- 
na. I feel like I owe a lot to him in 
terms of the ways in which I’ve 
approached both teaching and 
coaching, and coaching as teach- 
ing. One of my big goals is trying 
to carry on what he’s done...sort of 
carry on the legacy of him while 
still having him on the coaching 


staff, which is really helpful. I think 
that everyone has slightly different 
styles, but I really think of myself 
as a caretaker of the program and 
I’m trying to do some new things 
to help the runners, but really just 
trying to carry on the things that 
program so great under Coach Do- 
mina. 


Coach Domina: I think at the 
heart of it we both value the teach- 
er-coach ideal, which you see 
across alot of programs here at PA. 
It’s really important. Before I start- 
ed as head coach in 2010, I was as- 
sistant for 10 years before that, and 
so a lot of what I know and value 
of the program precedes my time 
with it. And, to use Coach Riel- 
ly’s language, it’s been [my intent] 
to be one of the caretakers of this 
great program that’s much big- 
ger than any one of us as a coach 
or runner. I think change is good, 
and I think the differences in our 
styles are part of the strength of the 
program. The timing is good for us 
to just keep developing as a team. 
Having someone else take the lead 
is a really happy and exciting way 
to do that. 


What is your role as a coach 
like now? 


Coach Domina: I’m one of four 
assistants: Coach [Carl] Sangree, 
Coach [Edward] Romeyn, and 
Coach [Daniel] Schneider, who 
runs our training group, primarily. 
So I’m an assistant coach. With my 
other roles at school, there will be 
times when I might not be as avail- 
able, but my plan is to be there all 
the time as an assistant coach and 
available to Coach Rielly and the 
team. 
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BXC Outruns St. Paul’s During Second Dual Meet of Season

With five top-ten finishes in- 
cluding a first place win from 
Chris Ratcliffe PG’20, Andover

In Andover’s dual meet on 
Saturday, Northfield Mount Her- 
mon (NMHB) runner Alex Ehren- 
thal finished in 15:19 minutes, 
breaking the previous Andover 
course record of 15:40 minutes. 
The record was previously held 
by Pablo Durana ’02, who set it in 
2001. For Andover, Chris Ratliffe 
PG’20 finished in 15:42 minutes, 
just two seconds off of the previ- 
ous course record. 

Captain Alex Fleury ’20 said, 
“T knew going into the race that 
Alex [Ehrenthal] was a very 
strong runner. He had been 
teammates with our top runner, 
Chris, during their time at Con- 
cord-Carlisle High School. Alex 
is a very strong runner who had 
proven himself in races earlier 
this season, so I knew he had 

a chance to get our record. He 
smashed it by 21 seconds, which 
is by far the fastest time ever run 


on the [Andover] course. It shows 
you how strong he is, and that he 
definitely deserved to break the 
record.” 

With Andover’s top seven run- 
ners finishing in under 18 min- 
utes, the team won 23-37 at its 
first home meet of the season. 
This win marked the team’s third 
dual meet victory, putting its dual 
meet record at 3-0. 

Ratcliffe and Fleury led Ando- 
ver’s top seven and both finished 
in under sixteen minutes, and 
Andover’s third through seventh 
runners finished. within 35 sec- 
onds of each other. According to 
Ratcliffe, the interchangeability 
of Andover’s fifth through sev- 
enth runner adds to the teams 
depth. 

“Our greatest strength is in 
our ability and [the] depth of 
our team. There’s no real gaps or 
drop-offs between say, our five, 
six, and seven runner. So that re- 
ally allows us to hold each other 
accountable and maybe if one 
person is having an off day then 
it’s like, ‘Ok, next man up, the next 
man up, so they can sort of fill in 
that role,” said Ratcliffe. 

The team has been focusing on 
strengthening its packs recently. 
NMH outscored Andover overall 


at the NMH invitational earlier 
in the season, but the strength of 
Andover’s packs has improved 
since that race, according to Har- 
rison Wilson ’20. 

“I definitely have grown really 
close to my pack in the past two 
races. Keeping that group togeth- 
er is going to be essential for any 
sort of post-season success,” said 
Wilson. 

According to Justin Hardy ’23, 
some of the team’s success can be 
attributed to its home course ad- 
vantage. 

Hardy said, “I definitely think 
that [the home course advan- 
tage] helped us because we know 
that after the first hill we have a 
long mile stretch of downhill, 
or three-quarter mile-stretch of 
downhill, so we know that that’s 
our chance to make our moves... 
that’s when we make a lot of our 
passes—on that second uphill.” 

Training on hills has been a fo- 
cus of the team’s training because 
it will compete once more at In- 
terschols on NMH’s technical 
course, according to Ratcliffe. 

“Our league championships 
are going to be at Northfield, so 
running the hills has definitely 
been a big focus of our season. I

Chris Ratcliffe PG’20 and Cap- 
tain Alex Fleury ’20 led the Ando-

“T think we knew that Exeter 
was going to be a powerhouse 
team, just because their roster is so 
deep and they consistently produce 
great runners. But I think one of 
our main goals as a team, with both 
varsity and JV, was to give them a 
good race, because we knew that 
they were our main competition. 
Also [Loomis Chaffee (Loomis)] 
and NMH were right up there as 
well, so I think definitely [beating] 
Loomis and NMH and give Exeter 
arun for their money was the main 
thing for us,” said Fleury. 

The combination of hilly terrain 
and uneven trails at NMH was a 
different type of environment for 
the Andover runners, even though 
this was the team’s second time 
racing on the course this season. 
According to Sam Capobianco ’21, 
though Andover’s course features 
hills, NMH is a much more hilly 
course overall. 

“T think just the hills on that 
course were really what makes it 
difficult. You have uneven surfaces 
and hills at the same time, for the 
first half mile, and then once you 
get into the woods you have Jacob’s 
ladder, which is a half mile hill that 
starts around mile one. That hon- 
estly just takes a toll on you. Once 
you get passed Jacob’s Ladder, you 
got these steep little down and up 
hills that take a toll on your joints 
and everything,” said Capobianco. 

He continued, “T think it’s a lot 
more challenging than Andover’s 
course because it’s those long hills 


and short uphills, there’s no real 
flat part, whereas Andover you do 
get some flat racing on even surfac- 
es.” 

Cold weather and mud caused a 
few incidents on the course. A few 
of the team’s runners fell mid-race 
due to these conditions, like Capo- 
bianco, who just nearly missed the 
top 20 places according to Fleury. 
All of the runners finished the race 
and contributed to the team’s score, 
despite the unexpected set-backs, 

Fleury said, “(W]e had a lot of 
runners step up and really perform 
well. Like Sam...he had an unbe- 
lievable race, he’s been battling in- 
jury the whole season, but has been 
very consistent, and always brings 
it in the race no matter what. Like 
the tough course at NMH,, it’s cold, 
he steps up, and he’s our third run- 
ner for the team, just missing out 
on top 20 which is unfortunate but 
next year I know he’s gonna keep 
working hard, and big things to 
come.” 

Ratcliffe, Fleury, Capobianco, 
Will Sheehy ’22, and Ellerman 
Matteo ’21 secured the top five var- 
sity spots on the team, contributing 
to the overall score. Although the 
team will be losing many seniors 
next year, including its top two run- 
ners, Ratcliffe and Fleury, Capabi- 
anco and Fleury have confidence in 
the team’s future success. 

“Next year we will also have a 
strong team, as we got some run- 
ners that really stepped up during 
the race, and I think we can [use] 
that next year. Even though Exeter 
is going to be really good as well, 
we can keep building upon this 
momentum that we’ve [created] to 
improve our team.” 

Fleury said, “Going forward I 
think that we have a lot to look for- 
ward to because we are graduating 
quite a few seniors, but at the same 
time we will have a lot of returning 
strength.

After losing to Choate in the 
fifth set during the Nepsac quar- 
terfinals last season, Andover got 
its revenge this past Saturday. The 
team beat Choate in a home game 
3-0 to remain undefeated, and its 
record now stands at 9-0.

Andover began the game with 
difficulty but worked to improve 
its play and maintain the same 
determination throughout the 
game, according to Max Hunger 
720. 

“We've had a little bit of diffi- 
culty when it comes to starting, 
specifically when it comes to 
teams who we know we might 
have alittle bit more of an ability 
compared to, in terms of swim- 
ming. Our starting line-up has 
a high concentration of varsity 
swimmers, so we know that we 
have a lot of speed. I think that 
we're really underutilizing it at 
the beginning of the game and it 
takes maybe a good quarter for 
us to really get into gear,” said 
Hunger. 

After receiving two ejections, 
Hunger was pulled out of the 
game and Andover adapted to 


losing one of its highest scor- 
ing players, according to Gregor 
Deveau ’21. Before being pulled, 
Hunger scored five of the team’s 
twenty goals. 

“IT think the team adapted 
well when Max was taken out 
of the game... everybody really 
stepped up, did their job, and it 
really showed that we are able 
to play as a team instead of indi- 
vidually,” said Deveau. 

Andover was able to maintain 
its composure despite the phys- 
icality of the game, according to 
Zack Peng ’21 and Brandon Gar- 
cia PG’20. 

“I think the main thing was 
that we kept our head in the 
game. It was kind of a rough 
game, I would say Choate was 
a pretty good team...There were 
a couple calls that were over- 
looked that could have helped 
us get a couple turnovers...They 
were a little handsy though, so 
there were a lot of fouls, but in 
general I think everybody, es- 
pecially the field players, did a 
really good job of just keeping 
their heads cool and playing the 
game,” said Peng. 

“The physicality [was diffi- 
cult]. They played really tough, 
it hurt, and we had to overcome 
that in order to win. We had to 
stay level headed to make sure 
we always had the goal of win- 
ning, rather than fighting,” add- 
ed Garcia. 

Andover hopes to improve on 
its positioning and movement in

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the pool in order to play a more 
unified game when it faces Phil- 
lips Exeter Academy and Bruns- 
wick, two strong teams, again in 
the weeks to come, according to 
Peng. 

“I'd say the main thing [we 
need to work on] would be mo- 
bility, because sometimes, when 
we set up our offense as well 
as our defense, we don’t move 
a lot and that’s when the other 
team gets us, so really just kinda 
swinging around and switching 
at the right time definitely will 
help our game,” said Peng. 

Without a Saturday game 
his coming week, the team will 
work on conditioning in prac- 
tice to build strength for the 
games to come. 

“[Head] Coach [Dale] Hurley 
and Coach [Alicia] Finney are 
both going to put the hammer 
down when it comes to condi- 
tioning, making sure we're fit, 
a little bit more focused on our 
back half of the game because 
coming up, we have some of our 
tougher teams,” said Hunger. 

He continued, “Making sure 
we're in shape for that is the 
main focus for this week, work- 
ing the upper body, working the 
legs, making sure our core is sta- 
ble, getting an all-body workout 
for two hours straight.” 

Andover’s next games are 
home against Suffield on Oc- 
tober 16 and St. John’s Prep on 
October 18. 
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From Rookie to All-American: the Andover Water Polo Dynasty

For more than two decades, 
the Andover Boys Water Polo 
team has been a dominant force 
in New England, sending play- 
ers to top-tier collegiate pro- 
grams, producing All-American 
players, and placing in the top 
few teams in the Nepsac league 
championships year after year. 
Yet, unlike most athletic teams 
at Andover, the majority of the 
players join the team without 
any prior water polo experience. 

From the annual batches of 
novice players, the team has 
molded numerous standouts 


who have contributed to the 
strength of the program. Ac- 
cording to former Head Coach 
David Fox, three of the top ten 
players in both Andover and 
New England water polo histo- 
ry are Rush Taylor ’96, Howie 
Kalter ’07, and Travis Bouscaren 
14, 

A competitive swimmer since 
age nine, Kalter first picked up 
the sport in order to fulfill his 
Fall athletic requirement and 
went on to become Andover’s 
first All-American water polo 
player. 

Following his time on the An- 
dover team, Kalter’s career high- 
lights include making the 2010 


NCAA All-American Water Polo 
Team, a brief stint as a profes- 
sional water polo player in New 
Zealand, serving as a volunteer 
assistant water polo coach at 
Bucknell University, his alma 
mater, and Brown University, 
and earning a gold medal as part 
of Team USA at the Maccabiah 
games. In the Fall of 2014, Kalter 
returned to campus to serve as a 
Teaching Fellow in Mathemat- 
ics and as Head Coach. 

“Playing water polo at An- 
dover taught me a lot. I learned 
that trying new things is an in- 
credibly important process. I 
tried water polo because I need- 
ed a Fall sport, and it ended up

influencing where I went to 
college, what I did after college, 
and where I work today,” wrote 
Kalter in an email to The Phil- 
lipian. 

Standouts such as Kalter— 
who, at the end of his collegiate 
career at Bucknell, was the best 
American player in the United 
States born outside of Califor- 
nia, according to Coach Fox—are 
unusual, but Kalter’s success in 
the sport is rooted in his Ando- 
ver experience, as is the success 
of many other Andover Boys 
Water Polo alumni. 

Over the past few decades, 
the team has maintained a top 
ranking in the Nepsac league 
and, in 1994, was the first New 
England team to defeat Phillips 
Exeter Academy in a Nepsac 
semifinal, marking the rise of 
Andover’s success. 

In 2006, the team competed 
in the Nepsac Championship 
Final, but suffered a triple-over- 
time defeat to Exeter. In 2013, 
Andover returned to the final 
and won its first Nepsac title 6-5 
against Exeter. Since then, the 
team has maintained its domi- 
nance within the league and has 
placed in the top-three of the 
Liquid Four tournament for the 
past few years. 

Despite having many novice 
players, the Andover Water Polo 
team has succeeded in building 
a dominant program and skill- 
ful players out of people with- 
out any prior experience in the 
sport. According to Fox, the rea- 
son for this success is that water 
polo novices are often talented 
and disciplined athletes in oth- 
er sports, with most of the team 
members even going on to com- 
pete at the collegiate level. 

Fox wrote, “I think having 
a highly motivated swim team 
has helped. Those boys want 
to be as prepared as possible 
for the swimming season, and 
water polo is great. We have 


also had great support from the 
crew coaches over the past forty 
years; they have pushed lots of 
great athletes to the program.” 

“Most people on the team 
have played other sports pri- 
or to swimming or water polo, 
and so a lot of the game sense 
and knowledge that is required 
for [other] sports... can be trans- 
ferred into relatively similar 
concepts for water polo.... A lot 
of small pieces of information 
can be taken from other sports 
and slowly compiled into some- 
thing that is similar to proper 
water polo technique,” said Max 
Hunger ’20, a swimmer who 
first began playing water polo 
last year. 

In the past decade, the team 
has welcomed no more than half 
a dozen primarily water polo 
players, according to Coach Fox. 

Coach Fox believes that the 
continuous influx of new play- 
ers is beneficial for improving 
the returning players’ game. Ac- 
cording to Fox, the yearly influx 
of new players ensures that the 
game is retaught each season, 
which is valuable to returning 
players who typically only com- 
pete for the three month-long 
season each Fall. 

“There are, though, lots of 
challenges, too, especially in 
striking the balance each season 
between performing the best the 
team can, which relies almost al- 
ways on returners, and prepar- 
ing for the future, making sure 
the novices are ready to step up 
next year,’ wrote Coach Fox in 
an email to The Phillipian. 

Developing a unified team of 
the athletic individuals that join 
the program is consistently a 
challenge that ultimately makes 
the team able to work together 
so closely, according to former

Mathis Weber ’20 said, “We 
started off the third quarter with a 
lot of energy and we were running 
them down.

Offensively, Andover did its best 
to keep up with Suffield’s scoring, 
but Suffield’s fast-breaks were dif- 
ficult to cover, according to Weber. 

“When they actually set up, we 
were able to [play strong defense], 
so they didn’t score that much 
when they were set up. The only 
time they actually scored on us was 
during the fast breaks,” said Weber. 

Against Suffield, Andover’s 
starting line played for the entirety 
of the game. In the weeks to come, 
Andover hopes to expand its roster 
of versatile players and work on 
those players’ positioning in the 
pool, according to Sean Meng ’22 
and Hooven. 

“I think we need to keep doing 
some position work. The starting 
line up is pretty much set, with 
their abilities we can make it to

substitutes like myself, we’re still 
working on specific positioning, 
training ourselves so that if some- 
thing does happen, or a player gets 
tired during the playoffs, we are 
able to come in and replace them,” 
said Meng. 

“We could’ve functioned better 
as a whole unit and I think part of 
it was that we were really tiring 
out our starting guys; they had a 
lot of work to do and I think they 
were lacking in conditioning,” said 
Hooven.

“Knowing that [we would be 
playing in] an all deep pool, we 
were expecting them to get tired 
out much earlier than they actual- 
ly ended up doing. They must’ve 
conditioned a lot between our last 
game with them and this one, but 
then it really showed off how once 
they had gotten slightly tired, we 
were able to change the game and 
take the upper hand even though 
that didn’t convert to a win.

Following his Post-Gradu- 
ate year at Andover in 2000, 
Ivory played Division I bas- 
ketball at Davidson College 
before beginning his profes- 
sional career. Ivory returned 
to Andover 12 years later, and 
now guides his players with a 
concrete set of values along- 
side Assistant Coaches Tom 
Palleschi ’12 and Dan Schnei- 
der. 

With a team full of players 
with different backgrounds, 
Ivory works to connect with 
his athletes and help them 
break away from repeating 
mistakes while creating better 
habits. With the season in full 
swing, the Andover currently 
sits at a 6-6 record. 


What do you enjoy most 
about coaching? 


I had some good coaches 
when I was growing up, and 


I think they were very influ- 
ential in my development as a 
person—learning some of the 
things to be a good person and 
how to compete, good sports- 
manship and how to deal with 
adversity. And for me, I enjoy 
doing just that, I like being a 
mentor. I feel like because I 
had some amazing people in 
my life that I was able to play 
for and learn under, I want to 
do the same thing for the kids 
that I work with. 


How do you work well 
together as a coaching unit 
with Coach Palleschi and 
Coach Schneider? 


I think they are really good 
communicators and they have 
different strengths. Both of 
them really know the game 
well, so they will understand 
the nuances or the details 
that it takes to help kids be 
good basketball players, and 
they do a good job of commu- 
nicating that to the kids and 
helping them learn from their 
mistakes. I think the biggest 
thing for the coaching staff is 
to break bad habits and build 
good habits. 


What do you value as 
coaches? 


I think competing, effort, 
and playing the right way. Just 
understanding winning is re- 
ally important, but it is not 
everything. I’ve said this be- 
fore to the kids but I’d rather 
lose a game where our effort 
is amazing, we compete the 
right way, we play hard, and 
we execute, than win a game 
against a team that is not as 
talented as us where we don’t 
play hard. So, to me, winning 
is really important, and I don’t 
want to understate that, but I 
also think it’s a by-product of 
doing all those other things re- 
ally well. Sometimes, you may 


do things really well and not 
win, and I think it’s okay. I val- 
ue those details more than the 
result sometimes, but I do like 
the result that we need to win. 


How is your coaching 
style unique? 


Hopefully, I care and the 
kids believe that I care. I had 
old school coaches who were 
really intense and they yelled a 
lot, and I don’t feel like I have 
to do that. So, I try to commu- 
nicate in a way that’s differ- 
ent, where I can talk to them 
and I don’t feel like I have 
to be overwhelming. That’s 
stressful. These guys here at 
Andover are really smart and 
really thoughtful, they care, 
they want to do the things that 
I am trying to get them to do. 
It’s hard to get them to do that 
all the time, but they’re trying. 
As long as they’re trying, I re- 
spect that. 


How are you able to over- 
come player injuries as a 
coach? What changes are 
necessary to make? 


It’s hard. That is really dif- 
ficult. Just be patient, and 
we had to adjust how intense 
practices were in terms of how 
much we played against each 
other as opposed to simulat- 
ing a lot of stuff and playing 
against no defense. You play 
live, which is playing against 
the other players in practice 
versus playing on air. In order 
for us to get better and learn 
how to execute, we really 
focused on that without de- 
fense. That also really helped 
because it’s less likely that 
you’re going to get injured if 
you are not playing against 
anybody on defense. It is re- 
ally about executing and you 
have to imagine the defense is 
out there.there.

We’ve already es- 
tablished a good record so far 
this season, but demonstrat- 
ed today that we can advance 
even further in the remainder 
of the season,” wrote Newell. 

Now that the team has the 
chance to get out on the snow 
in Andover, it will be much 
more prepared for its next 
meet, according to Millett. 

“As we prepare for the next 
race, we will already have an 
advantage over this week be- 
cause we will be able to get out 
on the snow up in Siberia. It 
will be interesting to see how 
the team performs next week 
after a little bit more delib- 
erate training on the snow,” 
wrote Millett. 

The team will race again at 
Holderness next Wednesday. 
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Claire de Saint Phalle. 

Gallaudet added, “It’s really 
positive! I like the energy a lot. 
Everyone is welcome and it’s sup- 
portive. I am looking forward to 
racing.” 

Claire De Saint Phalle believes 
that the team will be able to build 
off of its success last season. 

“(Our goal is] doing the best we 
can as a team. Last year the girl’s 
team had a pretty good season, 
some of the boys did as well. [We 
are hoping] just keep up the good 
work from last year,” she said.

Andover Nordic Skiers Place 
Second, Fifth, and Sixth at 
Proctor Academy

Despite the wet snow and 
changing temperatures, Ando- 
ver Nordic skiers Co-Captain Eli 
Newell ’20, Sam Gallaudet ’23, 
and Co-Captain Posie Millett ’20 
placed second, fifth, and sixth 
place, respectively, resulting in 
some of the best combined re- 
sults of this year’s season. 

Andover traveled to Proc- 
tor Academy on Wednesday to 
compete with over five teams in 
a 1.3-kilometer race, one of the 
shortest distance events. In the 
competition, Andover placed 
second in the girls race and 
placed fourth in the boys race. 

According to Millett, the team 
adapted to the heavy conditions 
which slowed the pace of the 
race. 

“Tt was really warm at the be- 
ginning of the day, so the snow 
was mushy, which is tough es- 
pecially around one hill because 
you would go around a tight turn 
and then have to go up a hill, and 
there isn’t room to go faster, but 
everyone adapted pretty well. 
Although the snow was slow in 
that area, by going faster on the 
downhills it was easier because it 
got faster as the day got colder,” 
said Millett. j 

According to Newell, a possi- 
ble source for the team’s excep- 
tional times was a workshop run 
by Lani Silversides, Academic 
Skills Specialist. 

“(Gallaudet, Millett, and I] 
produced Andover’s best col- 
lection of individual results that 
I can remember from my time 
on the team. I suspect part of 
why we did well was our good 
physical training and coach- 
ing, but also the mental training 
we gained in Coach Lani Sil- 
versides’s ‘Performance Under 
Pressure’ workshop. The mental 
game is especially important in a 
sport like Nordic, as so much of 
good performance is about the 
ability to push oneself further 


than they think possible, into the 
deepest pits of the pain cave,” 
wrote Newell in an email to The 
Phillipian. 

With the competition con- 
sisting of three different races, 
Andover’s coaches highlighted 
the importance of the first race 
because it dictated the following 
heats, according to Amelia Vin- 
ton ’22. 

“In terms of the racing, our 
coaches told us to really get out 
in the first race because that de- 
termines what bracket you go 
into. If you didn’t have a good 
first race, it was hard because 
then you were stuck in a brack- 
et that wasn’t at your level,” said 
Vinton. 

According to Newell and Vin- 
ton, the recovery time between 
each race is crucial to perfor- 
mance later on in competitions. 

Newell wrote, “We’ve done a 
lot of uphill intervals in practice 
lately, which is great training for 
high-cadence, high-power ef- 
forts with little time for recovery 
between heats like today’s sprint 
tournament.” 

Vinton added, “We had to be 
sprinting and then recovering 
quickly and well. They were all 
30 to 40 minutes apart which 
were basically all out, so it was 
pretty difficult in that sense.” _ 

Andover will continue train- 
ing on foot to improve its endur- 
ance until more snow arrives, 
according to Millett. 

“We are going to keep doing 
hill work because we can’t ski in 
Andover because we don’t have 
any snow, but training on our 
feet... is really good to work on 
our endurance to help with our 
access to those bursts of ener- 
gy. Next week, we have a longer 
race, so we will do more endur- 
ance this coming week,” said 
Millett. 

Andover will travel to Ver- 
mont Academy on Wednesday 
to compete in its last race before 
the Lakes Region Championship.

I lived in Connecticut, 
but I went to Vermont every 
weekend for four years, start- 
ing in fifth grade. My whole 
life I went to Vermont on the 
weekends, but I started racing 
every weekend in fifth grade. 
When I was in eighth grade, 
I moved to Vermont for five 
months just to ski race, so get- 
ting to have that part of my life 
at home, at Andover, is really 
special. 


How were you introduced 
to Andover Nordic? 


I didn’t do it last year. I was 
on the diving team last year. 
After doing Cross Country this 
fall, a lot of people on the team 
do Nordic, so they kind of en- 
couraged me to doit, and also I 
wanted to be outside more and 
in the snow. 


Do you have a favorite 
memory from skiing? 


After races, my coach took 
a van of us back to our club 
and we usually stopped and 
grabbed snacks from a gas sta- 
tion.

It’s not the healthiest or 
best choice, but it’s what I can 
get on the go.

When I was Alpine Ski rac- 
ing, I always looked up to Mi- 
kaela Shiffrin. This is a weird 
reason, but when I was young- 
er, the doctor said I was going 
to be five foot seven and Mi- 
kaela Shiffrin is five foot seven, 
so when I was in fifth grade, 
starting out I was like, ‘I want 
to be like Mikaela Shiffrin’ 


Do you have a role model 
on the team? 


Both our Co-Captains have 
been great role models for me. 


Posie [Millett ‘20] started Nor- 
dic skiing at Andover. She was 
also an Alpine ski racer, so we 
have similar roots in terms of 
skiing, and Eli [Newell ‘20] has 
been a really great mentor be- 
cause he’s a very experienced 
skier. 


What type of music do you 
listen to? 


I like a lot of different mu- 
sic. My dad gives me a lot of 
song recommendations, so his 
kind of music. A really great 
song, for example, would be 
‘Heart of Glass’ by Blonde. 


Do you have any goals in 
Nordic Skiing?

Head Coach Keith Robinson ’94 Coaches 
With Emphasis on Technique as 
Nordic Enters Latter Half of Season

After attending and completing 
a teaching fellow year at Ando- 
ver, Head Coach Keith Robinson 
’94 works to fine tune the skiing 
mechanics of the Nordic Ski team 
during his 18th year as Head 
Coach. Robinson looks to lead the 
team to success in the last four up- 
coming races, all taking place at 
other schools. Due to Robinson’s 
extensive experience as a skier, the 
team has noticed an upward trend 
in performance throughout its 
last four races, according to team 
member Remy de Saint Phalle ’23. 

“I think Coach Robinson’s 
coaching style is very productive, 
and it helps us improve our skiing. 
He has a lot of experience in skiing, 
and I think that really contributes 
to his prowess. I think he is very 
good at instructing people and 
helping beginners,” said de Saint 
Phalle. 


How long have you been a 
Nordic Coach? 
It’s my 18th year coaching the 


team here. I actually raced at An- 
dover when I was a student here 
in the 90s, and that’s where I 
learned how to do it. 


p What do you love about ski- 


I like getting outside in the 
winter when everyone else is in- 
side. It’s really pretty out there, 
and there is [nothing] better than 
when you have fresh snow, and 
you’re just outside and it’s quiet. 
It’s just really pretty and great. 


What is your background in 
Nordic skiing? 

I did downhill [skiing] recre- 
ationally. When I was at Ando- 
ver, I was actually running Cross 
Country, and the trainer sug- 
gested that I try Nordic, because 
that’s a little less impact, and so 
I tried it. I love the sport. It’s a 
great mix of endurance and being 
able to be outside in the snow. 


What are your goals as a 
coach? 

Probably the biggest thing 
is being able to teach the kids a 
sport that they can go out of here 
and do, and [to] teach them to 
love getting outside and working 
hard. 


What do you focus on during 
practice and what does a prac- 
tice look like? 

It obviously depends. I think 
over the course of a week, it’s 
structured to have recovery days 
built in, longer endurance days, 
[and] days where we’re working 
on technique—balancing things 
like that. I think also over the 
course of the season, that’s true 
as well. And weeks...where there 
is no snow on the ground, that 
can take different forms. Bound- 
ing, running, things like that. 
Some days will be harder, some 
days will be easier, but just trying 


to work on fitness and then tech- 
nique. 


What are some challenges of 
being a coach of Andover Nor- 
dic? 

Well, the biggest one is I don’t 
control the weather. Sometimes 
there is snow, and sometimes 
there is not; it doesn’t really lis- 
ten to me. So, we have to make do 
with what we are given. In De- 
cember, it was great, and we were 
out skiing repeatedly. Right now 
we are doing a lot of dry land, and 
there is not a lot of ski practice to 
be had. 


What is unique about Nordic 
at Andover? 

Well, it’s a co-ed team. The 
practice is all together, and there 
are only a couple of those [types 
of teams]. And I think the other 
thing is pretty much all of our 
meets are away, so we spend a 
lot of time together as a team in 
transportation, and that is a pret- 
ty fun team bonding factivity/. 

How has the team pro- 
gressed throughout the sea- 
son? 

I think we are doing well. A 
lot of the beginners have [pro- 
gressed]. I think the fact that 
we were able to get out on snow 
pretty early in the season helped. 
And now, it’s about continuing 
to translate what we have talk- 
ed to them about technique, and 
get better and better every time 
we are on snow. Our top skiers 
are doing well. In particular, 
[Co-Captain Eli Newell ’20] and 
[Sam Gallaudet ’23] had a real- 
ly great finish where they had 
second place out of about forty 
teams in the race two weeks ago. 


Dual-Captain Posie Millett ’20 
Appreciates Physical and Technical 
Challenges of Nordic

Andover Boys Squash moved 
up to Division I this season after 
a strong second place finish in 
Division II at the Head U.S. High 
School National Championships 
last year. 

According to Erik Wang’21, one 
goal the team has this season is to 
stay competitive against schools 
such as St. Paul’s and Deerfield, 
two teams that defeated Andover 
last season.

After being one of only two 
Juniors to make the team his 
first year at Andover, Boys 
Squash Captain Jack Lee ’20 
joined the team as seventh 
seed and has moved up in the 
ranks to play first seed in his 
final year at Andover. 

According to Lee, he uses 
the experience he gained as a 
member of the team over the 
past four years to maximize 
the quality of his leadership as 
captain. 

“Y’ve been on the team for 
four years so I really know the 
squash courts and squash team 
at Andover... I’ve matured a lot 
over the four years. I’ve seen 
what squash captains have 
done at Andover so I’m trying 
to emulate that,” said Lee. 

According to Head Coach 
John Roberts, who has 
coached Lee for three years, 
Lee works alongside the other 
older members of the team to

set a good example for others. 

“Jack’s been an excellent 
captain this year. He’s man- 
aged to learn skills from his 
two predecessors and bring 
his own fresh approach to the 
role. He’s a great role model 
for our younger players and 
along with our two other Se- 
niors, Steve [Nam ’20] and Will 
[Yun ’20], they set a great ex- 
ample for the team to follow,” 
said Roberts. 

Lee leads the team by 
showing a superlative level of 
sportsmanship while still stay- 
ing aggressive during matches, 
according to Siddhant Sinha 
PAL 

Sinha said, “He’s as compet- 
itive as any other person but 
his sportsmanship is definite- 
ly there. He always talks to us 
about how to be good to the 
opponent. He talks about com- 
ing in what you should expect 
and how you should play with 
your opponent and interact 
with them.” 

Competing as the first seed, 
Lee also sets a strong example 
through his physical abilities 
and tough play. 

“On court, his _ biggest 
strength would be his attack- 
ing skills. He’s worked [on it] 
a lot and uses deception well 
against his opponents,” said 
Roberts. 

Amongst his teammates, 
Lee’s work ethic is unmatched, 
encouraging the other players 
to work even harder, especial- 
ly those who are relatively new 
to the team. 

“He’s always one of the last 
kids to leave the court—he’s 
always looking to play some 
squash. He never seems to be 
tired and I think in squash 


that’s a really nice trait. That 
motivates the rest of us to keep 
playing,” said Sinha. 

“The younger guys like my- 
self look up to Jack since he is 
not only a great squash player, 
but also a kind and supportive 
person,” said Andy Weissman 
123. 

In order to be the best cap- 
tain possible, Lee encourages 
his teammates to shape the 
direction of their practices, 
demonstrating his easy going 
mentality. 

“T think I try to hear what 
my teammates have to say no 
matter what and really just be 
open-minded, changing things 
in our practices or what we do 
as a team depending on what 
my teammates believe in. I 
[also] think cheering on my 
teammates and always being 
there is important,” said Lee. 

Roberts said, “Jack very 
much leads by example on and 
off the court.

Entering their second sea- 
son of coaching Andover Boys 
Squash together, Head Coach 
John Roberts and Assistant 
Coach William Yu look to build 
upon last year’s 8-4 record. 
Currently, the team is on a three 
match winning streak and an 
overall record of 3-2. 


How do you work with 
each other to build one 
strong coaching unit? 


Coach Yu: We have our 
own methodology. General- 
ly speaking, we’ll be working 
pretty closely hand-in-hand 
in terms of assigning drills for 
the boys to work on and giving 
our own insight into helping 
coach them through the drills 
and putting out things that we 
noticed that we want them to 
change. Whether it be in drills 
or in matches, both of us playa 
fairly similar role and we both 
have very similar coaching ide- 
| ologies and a pretty similar ap- 
| proach in terms of what stra- 
tegically we believe is the best 
| option. 


Coach Roberts: It’s been 
a great year and half work- 
ing together coaching the 
[Boys Squash] team. Having 
both played competitive team 
squash, [Coach Yu and I] are 
able to draw on our own expe- 
riences from those four years 
and help the boys as they nav- 
igate their own way through 
high school squash and hope- 
fully college squash. We’re 
able to bounce ideas off each 
other and whilst, most of the 
fundamentals are similar, it’s 
great for our boys to get two 
different perspectives on the 
sport from a coaching stand- 
point. 


How are you bringing 
your experience into your 
coaching? 


Coach Yu: The perspective 
I can bring—obviously these 
lads are quite technically tal- 
ented, but there’s still a lot of 
strategic ideas that are based 
upon beating opponents that 
are worse than you. That... is a 
fundamental skill set that will 
help them continue to improve 
and beat opponents that are 
even better than them. I think 
that’s something that both Mr. 
Roberts and I can help with. 


Coach Roberts: It’s great 
to be able to advise our boys 
through those tricky match 
times or challenge match mo- 
ments where they feel uncom- 
fortable or get pretty down af- 
ter a match. For the most part, 
any squash scenario the boys 
come across, between myself 
and Coach Yu, we’ve likely 
felt it or been there before and 
[that] makes it easier to help 
the team. High school and col- 
lege squash can be very for- 
mulaic, a certain style of play 
is more successful that others 
in high pressure environments 
and we try to convey this in 
practice every day. 


What do you do to make 
more of an individual sport 
such a close team? 


Coach Roberts: Squash in 
the [U.S.A.] is pretty unique in 
this respect where high school 
and college squash are played 
in a team format, despite being, 
fundamentally, an individual 
sport. This, however, is what 
makes it so special. You’re able 
to get the best of both worlds 
and we try to remind our 
boys that we are competing 
and training as a team. When 
you’re spending an hour and a 
half a day, for much of the year, 
with your teammates, they be- 
come more like family which 
is pretty cool. One day, some- 
one will lose and the team will 
win. Another day, someone 
else might get the win for the 
team. It really helps build ca- 
maraderie and friendship from 
what can sometimes be a lone- 
ly sport and they truly spur 
each other on in practice and 
in matches. 


How does the team differ 
from last year? 


Coach Yu: The team is a lot 
younger this year, and we lost 
a couple of really good Se- 
niors last year, which we’ve 
filled in with some new blood. 
I have to say that overall the 
team is a fairly good bunch. I 
think everyone is really look- 
ing to improve themselves. I 
think everyone is very eager 
to improve their game on both 
a technical and strategic lev- 
el and I’m very excited to see 
where we'll go. 


Beginning this season, 
what successes and struggles 
have you seen arise so far? 


Coach Roberts: We grad- 
uated three Seniors last year 
from the top six so it’s been a 
challenge adapting. Fortunate- 
ly, the younger guys have re- 
ally stepped up and have been 
training hard every day. Our 
upperclassmen have been ex- 
cellent role models for them 
and we have a strong team 
mentality and work ethic at the 
moment which is awesome to 
see from such a young group... 
We just hope to continue im- 
proving both on and off the 
court and hopefully that trans- 
lates into some results for the 
team. It would be awesome for 
our Seniors to make D1 at High 
School Nationals, top 16 in the 
country, as it hasn’t been done 
for a long time but we’ll know 
more in a couple of weeks.

on Wednesday, contributing to 
the team’s 6-1 win. 

The team previously travelled 
to New Haven, Conn. on Saturday 
to compete in a double header, 
where it defeated Hopkins 4-3 but 
fell to Hotchkiss 4-3. It’s record 
now stands at 7-3. 

In its matches against Hopkins 
and Hotchkiss, the team was able 
to gain exposure to different levels 
of teams in the league, according 
to Siddhant Sinha ’21. 

Sinha said, “They were both 
very close matches. The win 
against Hopkins definitely helped 
the team, and even against Hotch- 
kiss it was a very tight match and 
they are a strong team as well. It 
was out first time playing both 
teams and I think the outcomes 
were quite favorable for us.”

According to Steve Nam ’20, 
the team was supportive of 
Lin from the start as he pulled 
through with a close win.

Even 
from the first game, I remem- 
ber the score being very close 
and I could see that it would 
probably go to 5 games. I think 
what made Aidan’s game spe- 
cial was that once people saw 
how close each game was, the 
team began getting behind 
Aidan to try and support him.”

I think 
beating them 6-1 this year was 
a really strong end to our sea- 
son, and we’re looking to bring 
that result into Nationals this 
year,” said Wang. 

According to Wang, the 
team has focused on improy- 
ing its fitness and technique 
throughout the season, and 
Saturday’s success reflected 
the hard work that the players 
have put in. 

Wang said, “We’ve been 
working a lot on our fitness and 
keeping the ball tight under 
pressure, which is something 
our coach has been working 
with us a lot on. We’ve done a 
lot of hard sessions primarily, 
focused on fitness and foot- 
work. That paid off, because 
we had a lot of really tight 
matches, and we played pret- 
ty well in those close matches 
and we were able to stick with 
our opponents and beat them 
in the end.” 


As the season has pro- 
gressed, the team has also 
improved in staying in the 
game mentally and pre-match 
preparations, according to Ar- 
thur Nguyen ’22. 

“There’s definitely a big im- 
provement in mentality and 
match preparation since the 
first match of the season. Also, 
our technique as well has got- 
ten a lot better and there has 
been a lot of team spirit and 
cheering,” said Nguyen. 

With Nationals coming up, 
Andover will be playing Bel- 
mont Hill for its first-round 
match on Friday after losing 
to them 7-0 in the first match 
of the season. According to 
Wang, the team hopes to stick 
with Belmont Hill and im- 
prove from the first match. 

“We're looking to capitalize 
on that and take advantage of 
an opportunity to get revenge 
on them. Their team is really 
strong this year, but I think 
we’ve improved a lot over 
the course of this season, so 
I think our main focus is just 
to stick with our opponents 
and to make the match last as 
long as possible and make it as 
close as possible,” said Wang. 


Boys Squash Finishes Seven Places Higher at Nationals Than Last Year

After placing eighteenth in 
the country last season, An- 
dover Boys Squash beat teams 
that it had previously lost to, 
placing eleventh in the 2020 
Head High School Nation- 
al Championships this past 
weekend. Andover fell to Bel- 
mont Hill 5-2, beat St. Paul’s 
5-2, lost to Bronxville 4-3, and 
defeated Pingry 7-0 over the 
course of four days. 

According to Head Coach 
John Roberts, the team’s over- 
all play has improved through- 
out this season and the previ- 
ous season, allowing it to place 
higher than last year. 

“Every year, we’ve been im- 
proving placement-wise. A 
couple years ago, we were at 
the bottom of [Division IT], and 
now we just came in eleventh 
in the country in [Division I]. 
We were seeded to place about

I think 
next year and the following 
year, we’ll do even better in 
[Division I],” said Roberts. 

Andover’s strength as a team 
came from its ability to play 
as a collective unit and sup- 
port each other on and off the 
court, according to Siddhant 
Sinha ’21.

A standout player during the 
tournament was Arthur Nguy- 
en ’22, who not only won every 
match but also defeated a seed 
higher than himself. 

“Arthur Nguyen definitely 
stood out the most. Obviously 
he was undefeated, but he had 
a really big match against Bel- 
mont Hill to number three. He 
was seeded to lose, but he end- 
ed up winning 3-0, so that was 


a pretty big win for him,” said 
Cody Comyns ’22. 

According to Roberts, the 
team performed well on the 
court and demonstrated good 
sportsmanship during its four 
matches. 

“T’m most proud of how they 
carry themselves on and off the 
court. Whilst squash is import- 
ant, their behavior is always 
respectful in high pressure sit- 
uations and when around each 
other,” said Roberts. 

Andover looks to place even 
higher in the 2020-2021 season 
but will miss current Seniors 
Captain Jack Lee ’20, Steve 
Nam ’20, and Will Yun ’20, ac- 
cording to Sinha. 

Sinha said, “It’s obvious- 
ly nice to finish in the season 
top eleven in the country, but 
we’re going to miss our seniors 
a lot next season. Towards the 
end of the season, we realize as 
a team that we’re coming to an 
end.”

Coach Ishizuka: “It’s great 
working with [Coach Elliott]. 
I think the best thing about 
us working together is that, 
obviously, [Coach Elliott] has 
so much experience; she was 
my squash coach when I was 
a player. My Senior year, she 
was my coach, [and] I think 
that was the first time in 
many years that we went to 
Nationals. So I’ve just known 
her for a very long time, but 
I think what’s even better is 
that now just working togeth- 
er. She obviously has so much 
experience; she’s really good 
at giving technical advice be- 
cause she was such a high level 
squash player. Squash was not 
my first sport, so I am there 
to give mental conditioning 
advice to the girls, and I try 
to play my role in that way, 
because I defer to her for all 
the valuable technical advice. 
I think we’re able to play off 
each other really well in terms 


of coaching the girls with dif- 
ferent angles. So I think that’s 
where we work best together.” 


What’s the most chal- 
lenging part of coaching the 
team? 


Coach Ishizuka: “The 
heartbreaking losses are pretty 
challenging. I think just seeing 
the disappointment and feel- 
ing disappointed as well, but 
also trying to be supportive 
of the girls. Having everyone 
come together after hard loss- 
es can be the most shocking, I 
think.” 


What are your goals for 
the team this season? 


Coach Elliott: “This is a re- 
ally strong team this year, and 
I love watching the girls push 
each other at practice and also 
delight in playing and getting 
better. We had a really tough 
loss against Choate-we knew 
they were going to be a tough 
team, and we’re looking for- 
ward to seeing them again. It 
would be awesome to do bet- 
ter the next time we play them. 
I’m hoping we’re going to make 
it into Division 1 for US High 
School Nationals and into the 
top bracket for New Englands 
at the end of the season; those 
are concrete goals, but I’m re- 
ally hoping our players can 
stay healthy and can contin- 
ue to support each other with 
such positivity and enthusi- 
asm and generosity.

ANDOVER OPENS SEASON WITH GREAT TIMES AND TWO POOL RECORDS 


Having just completed the most challenging stretch of training in the past fifteen years of Andover 
Swimming & Diving—including a training camp in Miami over the holidays—the team opened the 2020 
campaign with many strong performances against Choate. 


This season, Andover welcomes eight rookies: Johann Asmus Leon ’20, Gregor Deveau ’21, Brandon Garcia 
’20, Alexander Grande ’21, Marcel Liu ’23, Jay Pae ’23, Christopher Xia ’23, and Trey Wolfe ’23. They join 
co-captains Sam Donchi ’20 and Arnnold Su ’20 as well as other returners Brendon Fang ’22, Max Fang 
’22, Max Hunger ’20, Yubo Jin ’21, Ralph Lam ’22, Marcus Lee ’21, Anthony Minickiello ’20, Bennett Pease 
’21, Zack Peng ’21, Riku Tanaka ’20, and Hank Yang ’22. 


Certainly, a highlight of the day was the performance of co-captain Arnold Su ’20, who broke pool records 
in the 200 IM—surpassing the standard set by Exeter’s Mike McLean in 2001—and the 100 Freestyle. In 
the latter, Su lowered his own mark. With the 200 IM record, Andover now holds all the records in its 
home pool for the first time since at least 1983. 


Because today’s meet was the lone home stand for the Girls’ Varsity Team, we held our annual “senior 
recognition” to boot.

ANDOVER TIES OR SURPASSES A NEW ENGLAND RECORD SEVEN TIMES IN 
ONE MEET 


In a double-dual meet at the Loomis-Chaffee against both our hosts and the Hopkins School, and in 
its annual foray into a 25-meter, rather than the standard 25-yard, pool, Andover demonstrated some 
newly-found speed. By the end of the meet, all of the swimmers and divers put up strong 
performances, including setting seven Pool Records, tying a New England Record once, and 
swimming faster than the New England Record six times. It was a historic day. 


Today’s meet also saw Andover’s last dual meet with a Loomis squad led by Coach Fred Seebeck. The 
“dean of New England swimming,’ Coach Seebeck 1s retiring after 37 years at Loomis and after 45 
years of coaching and teaching in New England. 


In the day’s first event, the 200 meter Medley Relay, Marcus Lee ’21, Yubo Jin ’21, Marcel Liu ’23, and 
Brandon Garcia ’20 swam 1:49.22 for 1°; Riku Tanaka ’20, Christopher X1a ’23, Anthony Minickiello 
°20, and Alexander Grande ’21 swam 1:52.84 for 2°"; and Jay Pae ’23, Trey Wolfe ’23, Hank Yang ’22, 
and Gregor Deveau ’21 swam 2:01.63 in non-scoring exhibition. 

Because three teams were competing at the meet, each event had two heats, with two Andover 
swimmers in each. Entering the 200 meter Freestyle, the Pool and New England Records were held 
by Andover’s Jun Oh 12 in 1:54.45. In heat 1, Max Fang ’22 swam a strong 2:04.57, near his best-ever 
time, and co-captain Arnold Su ’20 narrowly missed the records in 1:55.28. In heat 2, Max Hunger 
°20 establish new Pool and New England Records in 1:52.90. Also in heat 2, Sam Donchi ’20 broke 
both records, too, in 1:53.92. Andover swept the event, and Fang had the 4"-fastest time, but he was 
exhibition. 

Tanaka returned to the pool to place 2" in the 200 meter Individual Medley in 2:16.80 followed closely 
by Lee in 2:16.87. Brendon Fang ’22 placed 4" in 2:17.20, and Minickiello had the 5"-fastest time in

For the 50 meter Free, Ralph Lam ’22 finished 4" in 25.50, Grande 5 in 25.85, Trey Wolfe ’23 6" in 
26.13, and Jay Pae ’23 27.18 in exhibition. 

In the Diving competition, Zack Peng ’21 continued his winning-streak, scoring 278.35 points. 
Bennett Pease had perhaps his best performance to day, scoring 130.15 points. 


The swimming competition returned with the 100 meter Butterfly. In their first foray into the event 
this year, Garcia won the event in a quick 58.76, and Xia placed 2™ in 59.88. Liu swam 1:00.05 for ae 
and Deveau swam 1:06.18 in exhibition.

In the 100 meter Freestyle, Lee swam 52.99 for 1“, Minickiello 56.61 for 5 Max Fang 57.61 for ge 
and Grande 57.72 in exhibition. 

The 400 meter Freestyle saw Max Hunger break his second set of Pool and New England Records in 
4:01.61. Deerfield’s Matt Hrabchak had held the records in 4:01.67 since 2014. Tanaka placed agit 
4:24.53, and Yang placed 34 in 4:24.86. Lam swam the 4"-fastest time of the day in 4:27.73. 

For the 200 meter Freestyle Relay, Su split a blistering 23.67 lead-off, followed by Grande, Garcia, and 
Hunger. The relay finished first with a time of 1:36.68. Wolfe, Pae, Jin, and Yang combined for 4* in 
1:46.79. 

Having broken the Pool and New England Records in the 200 meter Freestyle earlier in the meet only 
to place 2" behind Hunger, Sam Donchi returned to racing and broke both the Pool and New 
England Records in the 100 meter Backstroke. Doncht’s time of 57.67 surpassed the mark set by 
Exeter’s Jared Zhang in 57.80. Liu placed 2" in a strong 1:02.55, Brendon Fang was 4" in 1:06.14, and 
Deveau swam 1:07.44 in exhibition. 

And then something, likely unique, happened. Going into the meet, the Pool Record in the 100 meter 
Breaststroke was held by Deerfield’s Miles Smachlo in 1:05.69, and the New England Record was held 
by Neil Simpson 19 in 1:05.66. In heat 1, Yubo Jin narrowly missed the records, swimming 1:05.96. 
Yet, also swimming in heat 1, Brandon Garcia swam 1:05.66 for a new Pool Record and a tie with the 
New England Record. And then heat 2 started. Christopher Xia broke both the Pool and New 
England Records by swimming 1:04.99. Not to be outdone by the rookie, though, Arnold Su swam 
1:03.91, establishing himself as the holder of both the Pool and New England Records. 

In the final event of the meet, the 400 meter Freestyle Relay, Hunger, Donchi, Lee, and Su swam 
3:31.48 for the win. Tanaka, Minickiello, Lam, and Xia swam 3:43.03 placed 2™ Pae, Wolfe, Max 
Fang, and Yang swam the event, too, yet the timing system misfired, and we do not have an accurate 
time for the squad. 

For Andover, the outcomes of the meet were quite special. Everyone performed well, yet it seems 
reasonable to highlight the records. Coach Fox cannot recall witnessing four of the eight individual 
New England swimming records fall on the same day. Seeing two individuals from the same team 
break both the Pool and New England Records in the same event, as happened in the 200 Free, is 
certainly rare, but to then also have three swimmers from the same team break the Pool Record, and 
for one to tie the New England Record and the other two to surpass it in the same event, may have 
never happened before.

MANY SEASON BESTS IN FINAL PREPARATION FOR EASTERNS 


(Deerfield, MA) — With just two weeks until the start of the Eastern Championships, Andover traveled 
to Deerfield for one final chance to practice those elements upon which the team has focused. Across 
the day, there were many season-best and even personal-best performances.

For the sixth time in program history, the Boys’ Swimming & Diving Team competed at the Eastern 
Swimming & Diving Championships. Considered among the most prestigious high-school meets in the 
nation, Easterns has seen more national records established at it than any other. Last year, Andover became 
the first New England team to win the event—historically dominated by national powerhouses such as 
Bolles, Germantown, Mercersberg, and Peddie—and this year, Andover prepared for a repeat. The team did 
not disappoint. 


Over the two-day meet, Andover Swimmers and Divers achieved 37 best-ever performances, for a 
remarkable 88% success rate. 19 out of 21 members of the team placed among the top 24 in at least one 
event, earning points, and the other two just missed out. Andover Swimmers surpassed an All-American 
standard 24 different times, and they tied or surpassed a record 23 different times:

New England: 3* 
School: 9 

Upper: 4 

Junior: 4 

Pool: 2 


*While Andover broke the New England record in the 200 Free Relay, a great foursome from Brunswick 
went even faster. 


While every performance deserves a special highlight, two were particularly satisfying. 


Since before arriving at Andover, Senior Anthony Minickiello’s best-time in the 500 Freestyle hovered just 
above the 4:40 barrier year after year. After four years of hard work, and in his final swim at Easterns, Anthony 
swam 4:36.22! For many alums and current members of the team, this was the most emotional moment of 
the meet. 


The other performance was also a long time coming. In 1991, a Bolles squad, led by four-time Olympic 
medalist and four-time Olympian, Gustavo Borges, established a National and Eastern Record in the 400 
Free Relay of 2:59.98. While a handful of schools have surpassed that National Record in the last 29 years, 
no Eastern School has, although in 2013, a relay from Peddie tied the record. For the past few years, Andover 
has had the goal of going under 3:00 and breaking that record. And in the last event of this year’s meet, 
Marcus Lee ‘21, Arnold Su ‘20, Sam Donchi ‘20, and Max Hunger ‘20 finally did it: 2:59.81.

PERSONAL BESTS, 4 MEET RECORDS, 1 ALL-AMERICAN SWIM IN GREAT 
MEET BETWEEN CHAMPIONSHIPS 


Eleven days after the Eastern Championships, Andover returned to the pool. 


Navigating the three weeks between championship meets is complicated, and Andover performed 
well throughout the day with seven personal best times, four meet records, and one All-American 
swim. 


One highlight of the day was the 400 Free Relay. Rather than swim the event in freestyle, Andover 
swam the event as medley relays, which gave everyone something new to try within the high-school 


program. 


The prime highlight of the day, however, was simply the fact that the competition marked the final 
dual meet for the historic Class of 2020: Johann Asmus Leon, Sam Donchi, Brandon Garcia, Max 
Hunger, Anthony Minickiello, Arnold Su, and Riku Tanaka.

3 WEEKS AFTER REPEATING AT EASTERNS, ANDOVER WINS 10TH NEW 
ENGLAND CHAMPIONSHIP SINCE 2007 


CHAMPIONS 


Each year poses new challenges; this year was no other. With three, rather than one or two, weeks 
between the Eastern and the New England Championships, student-athletes were placed in an even 
less advantageous position in trying to go best times at both meets. 


Impressively, though, Andover swimmers and divers entered 49 different events across the two meets, 
and they achieved personal bests in 47 of them (the 48" was a miss by only .02). A 96% success rate 
is remarkable. 

In addition to the personal bests, Andover swimmers and divers also broke eight school, pool, meet, 
or class records—and went under four other established records but placed second. Andover 
swimmers also surpassed the All-American standard nineteen times. 

Among so much success, it seems apt to highlight the performance of the members of the Class of 
2020: 


Max Hunger established new Pool and School records in the 500 Freestyle during the Saturday 
preliminaries. In the Sunday finals, he responded to two 2"*-place finishes in his individual events with 
a blistering 20.1 split in the 50 Freestyle—the fastest by any Andover swimmer ever. 

Johann Asmus Leon, who launched his diving career only this year, learned and executed eleven 
dives and placed 13". 
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Anthony Minickiello, after establishing best times in the 200 and 500 Freestyles at Easterns, turned 
around at New Englands and achieved a best time in the 100 Butterfly. Because it was in the best 
interests of the team, Anthony swam the Fly and the 500 at New Englands just 25-minutes apatt. 
Brandon Garcia concludes his one-year career at Andover as the 2"*-fastest on the all-time list in the 
50 Free, 5"in the 100 Free, and 4 in the 100 Breast. Unfortunately, an injury during the finals 
prevented him from going even faster. 

In his last swim for Andover, Riku Tanaka earned a personal best while leading-off the 400 Freestyle 
Relay in 48.84. Riku was also a top-8 finalist in both the 200 and 500 Freestyles. 

By the end of New Englands, co-captain Arnold Su had competed in 6 of the 8 individual events at 
either the Eastern or New England Championships during his career. This remarkable versatility 
yielded personal bests in the 100 Fly and the 100 Breast. He is a top 10 all-time performer in the 50 
Free (5"), 100 Free (2"*), 200 Free (6"), 100 Breast (3"),100 Fly (3), and 200 IM (4°). 

Finally, co-captain Sam Donchi had the meet of the life. At New Englands, Sam was the only 
swimmer in the boys meet who won every time he entered the water, a feat not accomplished since 
Michael Camarda in 2014. After being 2” on the all-time list in the 200 and 500 Frees, the 100 Back, 
and the 100 Fly, Sam finally got his own School record: the 200 IM! 

With the conclusion of the season, it is not hyperbole to identify the 2020 Swimming & Diving Team, 
as well as the Class of 2020, among the strongest Andover teams and classes of the last 70 years. [his 
squad owns 10 of the 13 School Records! (Ihe only ones remaining are last year's 200 Medley Relay, 
Lance Freiman's '19 100 Fly, and Tim Wynter's '14 100 Back). It is a remarkable group—6 swimmers 
under 1:00 in the 100 Breast alone—and we will see how this year’s national rankings pan out in the 
early Fall.

The 2018-2019 Andover Boys 
Swimming & Diving team set ten 
out of twelve school records, won 
Andover’s first Eastern Champi- 
onship title, and secured the pro- 
gram’s fourth consecutive Nep- 
sac championship. In addition, 
six members of the team compet- 
ed for the U.S. at the Internation- 
al School Sport Federation World 
Schools Championship in Rio de 
Janeiro in May. Zack Peng’21 also 
set a school diving record last 
year with a score of 348.30, and 
will return to the team this year. 

This year’s team is looking to 
build upon last season’s success 
with a strong contingent of re- 


turning team members and new- 
comers. One of the team’s goals 
is to have every member set per- 
sonal best times over the course 
of the season, according to Ralph 
Lam ’22. 

“I think that [Head Coach 
David Fox] also said that we are 
aiming to have everyone go for 
best times this year. We got real- 
ly close last season to everyone 
breaking their own record but I 
think this year that’s a very im- 
portant goal given how strong the 
team is,’ said Lam. 

According to Co-Captain Ar- 
nold Su ’20, although there are 
no meets in the upcoming two 
weeks, the team has been training 
hard to be as prepared as possible. 
Fox noted that this training has 


been exceptionally demanding. 
“So far we have been training 
pretty hard in the pool as well 
as starting to incorporate some 
supplemental on-land training. 
Everyone is in different parts of 
their training as we were unable 
to practice in the fall, but every- 
one is working hard and pushing 
themselves accordingly to how 
well in shape they are,” said Su. 
“This year’s team has begun 
by handling the most challenging 
early-season training we have at- 
tempted in the past fifteen years. 
While we would greatly prefer to 
have a meet or two in December 
because we like to race, we will be 
able to use those free Saturdays to 
do some extra work,” wrote Fox 


Even with a large number of 
new swimmers, the team looks 
to work on its unity in hopes to 
replicate last year’s successful 
season. 

Fox wrote, “Seven of the 18 
members of the swimming team 
are new to Andover, and only six 
members are in their third or 
fourth season with us. So, among 
our challenges, this season is the 
complexity of assimilation: hav- 
ing the program learn from, and 
adapt to, this great influx of new- 
er swimmers while at the same 
time having them learn from, and 
adapt to, the program.”

After setting the Andover 
pool record in the 200-Yard 
Medley Relay on Friday against 
St. John’s Prep with a time of 
1:33.82, the next day, Andover 
Boys Swimming & Diving also 
set a Suffield Academy pool re- 
cord in the 400-Yard-Freestyle 
Relay in a time of 3:07.90, which 
marks the team’s fourth re- 
cord-breaking performance so 
far this season. 

The Medley Relay team con- 
sisting of Co-Captain Sam Don- 
chi’20, Yubo Jin ’21, Co-Captain 
Arnold Su ’20, and Max Hunger 
20 set the pool record on Fri- 
day. Su, Hunger, Marcus Lee 
’21, and Donchi set the 400-Me- 
ter-Freestyle Relay record the 
next day. 

According to Lee, Suffield 
was going to be more difficult 
than the previous competition 
against Choate, and the focus 
was on each swimmer perform- 
ing to the best of their ability in 
each event. 

Lee said, “We knew Suffield 
was a tough team and that we 
needed to focus on our indi- 
vidual events and not so much 
about who we were competing 
against. [Head Coach David 


Fox] put his all into each and ev- 
ery event so that we could keep 


| our focus on that.” 


Diver Zack Peng ’21 noted 
that it was difficult to adjust 
to competing in back to back 
meets. Nonetheless, the team 
secured the top three places for 
diving on Saturday. 

Peng said, “Everyone dove 
really well in general, and we 
placed first, second, and third. 
It came as a bit of a surprise 
because originally the meet 
was supposed to be at Peddie. 
We weren’t expecting to have 
back to back meets for the boys 
because on Friday we had St. 
John’s. The goal was just to dive 
better than we did the previous 
day.” 

As the team approaches East- 
erns in early February, its focus 
will shift towards individual 
events. The team saw the two- 
day racing this weekend as 
preparation for the competition 
at Easterns, according to Hank 
Yang ’22 and Trey Wolfe ’23. 

Yang said, “I think every meet 
is just preparation for Easterns, 
which is [one of] the cham- 
pionship meets. I think going 
into Suffield, we were obvious- 
ly trying to get our personal 
best times, but also to simulate 
the environment of Easterns 
and prepare for when that time 
comes.” 

“All of the meets leading up to 
Easterns are kind of like prepa- 
ration for that, so each meet 
is like a practice within itself. 
This week’s going to be pretty 
tough. We’re starting to close 
in on the big end of the season 
meets and then we’re [probably] 
going to do alot more work with 
speed and power for the next 
few meets,” said Wolfe. 

Andover will next face Loom- 
is Chaffee and Hopkins in a du- 
al-meet at Loomis this Saturday.

In the second heat of the 
200-Meter Freestyle, Co-Cap-

Hopkins 136-49 in a tri-meet 
at Loomis Chafee, improving 
its dual-meet record to 5-0 this 
season. 

According to Alexander 
Grande ’21 and Gregor Deveau 
’21, this meet was particular- 
ly special as it was the only 
short-course meter meet for of 
season. At this meet last year, 
the team also set numerous 
records, including a national 
high school SCM 200-Medley 
Relay record. 

“This was our only meet 
in short course meters, it was 
weird, you could definitely 
feel the difference swimming 
but it was just a time to show 
what we could do [when] we 
had come off of a hard week of 
training,” said Grande. 

Deveau added, “It was our 
first SCM meet so it took some 
time to adjust but everybody 
did a good job. There were 
tons of records that were bro- 
ken at the meet, both New En- 
gland and pool records, so that 
was really fun to see. I think 
we’re just looking forward to 
our next meet against [Deer- 
field Academy]. It’s going to be 
a good time.” 

Because Andover went into 
this meet after weeks of diffi- 
cult training and no rest, the 
team anticipates drops in time 
at Easterns in two weeks, ac- 
cording to Deveau and Hunger. 

“I think we’ve been training 
super hard and our training 
has been paying off, especially 
when we go into these cham- 
pionship meets where we'll be 
rested and wearing our racing 
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suits. It’s going to be inter- 
esting to see how quickly we 
can really go because at all of 
our dual meets we’re exhaust- 
ed, we’re tired, and all of our 
bodies are super sore. It’s re- 
ally impressive that we’re able 
to break records like that so 
when we’re ready and set to 
go at championship meets it’s 
going to be really great,” said 
Deveau. 

Hunger added, “I think that 
it’s a lot of good training and a

at the right moments. Knowing 
when to get out there and just 
race and knowing when to put 
your head down and just train. 
I think it speaks a lot that 
we’re able to break records at 
this point in the season, it just 
goes to show that our team is 
just getting prepared for great- 
er things to come.”

Marcus Lee ’21 placed first 
for a season best in the 100 
Freestyle with the time of 47.25 
seconds. Lee’s hard work in ad- 
dition to the 32 other season 
and personal best records set by 
Andover Boys Swiming & Div- 
ing assisted the team in its win 
against Deerfield with the score 
140-44 on Saturday, maintaining 
an undefeated record. 

According to Ralph Lam ’22, 
Andover stood out during this 
past weekend’s meet because of 
the new records set by numer- 
ous swimmers on the team. 

Lam said, “This meet was 
special because we’ve had more 
in-season and all-time bests. I 
know that Hank Yang [’22] and 
Brendon Fang [’22] went best 
times this meet. That’s just an 
expression of the hard work that 
they’ve put in. The meet was a 
great indicator for what we will 
achieve at Easterns. I think that 
everyone performed really well 
and that overall the team was 
looking really strong.” 

Andover hopes to use Sat- 
urday’s meet as an example 


for what the team must do to 
achieve its optimal outcome at 
Easterns, according to Yang. 

“All the races were pretty 
memorable, and we can use all 
of them as good examples to 
learn from them and prepare 
for our championships. We have 
a really strong and fast group 
of swimmers, but I think the 
most important thing is that we 
[supported] each other and we 
didn’t let anything distract us. 
We didn’t worry about the out- 
come of our races. We just went 
in and did our best and tried to 
swim fast. The fact that we were 
able to focus on our own swims 
and not get distracted by any- 
thing is what really helped us 
in doing well at Deerfield,” said 
Yang. 

Yang continued, “Every meet 
is kind of achallenge because it’s 
all a rehearsal for our eventual 
championships, so going in and 
being able to stay focused and 
swim fast is always a challenge. 
There weren’t any surprises 
at Deerfield, though. The way 
we approached the meet was a 
bit different because when you 
have a home meet, you have your 
home crowd. It’s fun to swim in 
front of people you know. Going 
into a place where people are 
not exactly cheering for you, it’s 
a little bit different, but I think 
that just brings our team closer 
to each other because it’s just 
you and your teammates.” 


The team anticipates a slight 
shift in its usual practice routine 
to prepare for Easterns, accord- 
ing to Trey Wolfe ’23 and Yang. 

Wolfe said, “Right now the 
focus is just Easterns. I feel like 
we’ve been doing a great job pre- 
paring for Easterns. I speak for 
everyone saying that we would 
all follow [Head Coach David 
Fox] to the end of the earth. We 
have a lot of trust in him, and a 
lot of the older guys on the team 
say that what they’ve done that 
has worked in the past is going 
to work now. The team has a lot 
of trust in our coaches, and we 
just need to do what they put 
in front of us. Right now moy- 
ing into taper season, it’s going 
to be a lot of speed work. We’re 
just trying to get up and go, and 
that way we'll be ready to race at 
Easterns.” 

“These two weeks will defi- 
nitely be focusing on bringing 
our volume down and but keep- 
ing our intensity up. We’ll defi- 
nitely be more aware of how we 
sleep, when we sleep, what we 
eat to make sure we are fully 
equipped to swim fast when it 
comes to it next week,” added 
Yang. 

Andover will compete at 
Easterns in two weeks.

Holding school records in three 
separate relays, Andover Boys 
Swimming & Diving Co-Captain 
Arnold Su’20 placed fourth in both 
the 200-Yard Individual Medley 
and 100-Yard Freestyle at the East- 
ern Championships, leading Ando- 
ver to a first place finish. 

According to teammate Ralph 
Lam ’22, Su’s success in the pool 
comes as a result of his relentless 
work ethic and commitment. 

“Arnold brings a lot of dedica- 
tion to the team and also a great 
level of focus and intensity, but 
in a good way. Although he has 
moments where he is very light 
and goofy and funny, he is able to 


quickly switch into this very fo- 
cused and disciplined mode that is 
truly admirable,” said Lam. 

For Su, swimming has been an 
integral part of his life, as he began 
to swim at the age of nine. 

Su said, “When I first started 
swimming, at the time I was trying 
a lot of sports because I was just a 
small kid so my parents put me in 
a lot of sports. One of the sports I 
tried was swimming and I ended 
up being pretty good at it so that’s 
how I started. First, I just started it 
as a form of exercise, then I started 
liking it more so I started compet- 
ing and getting a more competitive 
feel...

It just mixed 
up training and competition a 
little bit for the last bit of the 
season and also added moti- 
vation to do well in the new 
event.” 

Zack Peng ’21, who won the 
Nepsac diving competition on 
March 4 and surpassed his 
former school record, noted 
that the time between East- 
erns and Nepsacs was brief but 
still allowed for improvement.

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Co-Captain Sam Donchi ’20 
Sets the Standard for His 
Teammates with Dedication

After earning All-American sta- 
tus in the 100-Yard Butterfly last 
season, Co-Captain Sam Donchi 
’20 has assumed the role of a util- 
ity teammate and has adapted to 
swim any event in order to score 
for the team. Donchi has dropped 
significant time in all of his individ- 
ual events since joining the team as 
a Junior, and he has been a crucial 
member of numerous record-set- 
ting relay teams during his four 
years on Andover Boys Swimming 
& Diving. 

At the team’s most recent meet, 
the Eastern Championships, Don- 
chi swam the lead-off backstroke 
leg of the 200-Medley Relay and 
third leg of the record-breaking 
400-Freestyle Relay, which se- 
cured a combined victory for An- 
dover. Both swims, in addition 
to his individual swims in the 
100-Butterfly and 100-Backstroke, 
earned Donchi All-American sta- 
tus. 
During his time on the team, 
Donchi has never specialized in 
just one event. 

“(My best event has] changed 
season by season. I was All-Amer- 
ican in [the 100-Yard Butterfly], so 
that was cool. Last year, I focused 
more on distance freestyle, but this 
year I volunteered to do what the 
team needed to fill in just because 
of the class we lost last year)’ said 
Donchi. 

Donchi attributes his exponen- 
tial success over the past few years 
to his natural development as an 
athlete, his focus during practices, 
and Head Coach David Fox’s lead- 
ership. 

“Coach Fox is really great be- 
cause he knows exactly what he is 


| doing, so I think having that and a 


change of scenery has been really 
good... I guess just being consistent 
[is my goal]... [My strength is] just 
working hard. You know, a lot of 
people get burnt out in the sport, 
not here, and they end up messing 
around at practice. So, I think ’m 
good at focusing at practice, dedi- 
cating that time to swimming” said 
Donchi. 


According to teammates Trey 
Wolfe ’23 and Yubo Jin ’21, who 
was a member of the All-American 
medley relay with Donchi this past 
weekend at Easterns, Donchi sets 
a standard for dedication to the 
sport. 

“He’s never late to practice. He 
works harder than probably any- 
one else on the team. He knows 
what he is doing, and he makes 
sure that everyone else is doing 
the right thing too, so he looks past 
himself” said Wolfe. 

Jin wrote in an email to The 
Phillipian, “Sam’s grit and dedica- 
tion is second to none. He will al- 
ways choose the hardest times to 
complete the set in, while the rest 
of us tackle easier paces. During 
training, when I am struggling to 
push past the pain, I can always 
think about Sam and know that 
he is working just as hard or even 
harder than me because he has the 
toughest set.” 

Donchi believes that he is able 
to improve because of his focus on 
improving his fundamentals. Ac- 
cording to Jin, Donchi places an 
emphasis on technique and small- 
er details while still pushing him- 
self in difficult workouts. 

“Sam’s grit and dedication are 
the fundamentals of any good 
swimmer, but Sam is also extreme- 
ly diligent when it comes to tech- 
nique. A lot of times, especially 
when you are tired, your technique 
will start to fall apart and your 
stroke will become a lot less effi- 
cient, however, this rarely happens 
to Sam as he is able to pay attention 
to the minor details even during 
extreme conditions and it is what 
makes him so good,” wrote Jin. 

One of Donchi’s primary goals 
as captain is validating all swim- 
mers for their individual successes, 
no matter their overall contribu- 
tions to the team. 

Donchi said, “[My goals are] 
making everyone feel important 
on the team, and they’re are a lot of 
people who think because they are 
not winning events, they’re not im- 
portant. It’s not really about speed, 
it’s more creating a culture that al- 
lows everyone to be successful in 
reaching their individual goals and 
their team goals. So, [my goal], it’s 
to set that culture.” 

According to Jin, Donchi main- 
tains a strong leadership presence 
while also treating his teammates 
like friends. 

Jin wrote, “Sam’s best trait as a 
leader is his ability to inspire oth- 
ers both as a friend and a role mod- 
el. Often times, especially during 
practice, I will look to Sam to see 
whether I am where I need to be 
in regards to the effort put in. Not 
only that, but he also takes his job 
very seriously. During team meet- 
ings, Sam will call you out if you are 
speaking out of turn but everyone 
respects him for it as it is what a 
good leader does.”

In the final individual race of 
the meet, Yubo Jin ’21 finished 
fourth in his 100 breastroke final 
with a time of 55.53 seconds, set- 
ting new Upper, school, pool, and 
New England records. Jin broke 
former Co-Captain Neil Simpson’s 
719 groundbreaking record from 
last year, exemplifying the growth 
and dedication of this year’s team, 
according to Hank Yang ’22. 

“T think that for him to break 
the school record that was set by 
Neil Simpson last year was really 
special because I think after Neil 
broke it last year, we thought that it 
was never going to be touched. So 
for Yubo to break it at Easterns was 
a very monumental moment for 
himself and for the team. I know 
Yubo worked very hard to accom- 
plish this goal and I think it shows 
that our team has a very competi- 
tive mindset and that we will do 
what it takes to achieve our goals,” 
said Yang. 

Andover accumulated 641 
points during the meet, beating the 
second-place team by 155.5 points 
to win its second consecutive East- 
erns Championship. Divers Zack 
Peng ’21, Johann Asmus Leon ’20, 
and Bennett Pease ’21 competed 
in eleven dives each and placed 
eles 20th, and 22nd, respective- 

y. 

The team set a total of 23 newre- 
cords and surpassed 24 All-Ameri- 
can standards, and many members 


of the team achieved personal best 
times. Winning another Easterns 
Championship after the team’s 
monumental first victory last year 
was the team’s ultimate goal since 
the beginning of the season, ac- 
cording to Yang. 

According to Co-Captain Ar- 
nold Su ’20 and Brendon Fang ’22, 
Eastern’s differed from Andover’s 
other meets this season because 
of the intensity on deck and the 
amount of preparation that went 
into such a successful overall team 
performance. 

In an email to The Phillipian, Su 
wrote, “The meet is much larger 
and more competitive than our 
normal dual meets. For starters, 
there are over ten schools attend- 
ing, and [oftentimes] we would 
have to fight for our place. I think 
the atmosphere was a lot more ex- 
citing and intense, as we cheered 
each other on and [were] able to 
watch some really close and in- 
tense races play out.” 

“Tt was a lot more focused be- 
cause our previous meets have 
been dual meets. So we were more 
focused on practicing for Eastern’s. 
So this time suiting up, swimming 
multiple events, and having a fi- 
nal, you tend to become more ner- 
vous and become more focused on 
placement and points,” said Fang. 

The meet culminated in a re- 
cord-breaking 400-freestyle relay 
performance from Marcus Lee ’21, 
Su, Co-Captain Sam Donchi ’20, 
and Max Hunger ’20. The race was 
tied after the third leg, and Hunger 
finished in a time of 43.98 seconds 


to secure the victory for Andover 
by almost two seconds over Epis- 
copal Academy. 

“T think that the last 400-Free 
Relay was perfect because it was 
the last event and we didn’t have 
that many first places because our 
team was pretty well-rounded. But 
the last race was really close and 
then Max Hunger ’20 really went 
for it and that helped us win so that 
was really memorable,” said Fang. 

According to Su, the meet pro- 
vided an opportunity for the team 
to bond outside of the pool. The 
team will shift its focus to improv- 
ing for its final two meets of the 
season: a dual meet against Exeter 
and finally, New Englands. 

“T think the best takeaway is 
that a lot of people went to the 
meet and were able to achieve per- 
sonal bests, as well as supporting 
and cheering each other on. It was 
a great experience for everyone to 
be competing at such a competi- 
tive and fast meet, and I think we 
all grew closer as a team in the pro- 
cess,” wrote Su. 

He continued, “The team will 
continue to train hard and hone in 
on the events we will swim at New 
Englands. I think our goals will re- 
main the same as they have ever 
been, which is to keep improving 
as a team and to achieve 100 per- 
cent personal bests for everyone.” 

The team will travel to Phillips 
Academy Exeter on Wednesday, 
February 26 for its annual Ando- 
ver/Exeter competition.

In Head Coach David Fox’s 
ninth year as Head Coach and 
Assistant Coach David Gard- 
ner’s fourth year with the team, 
Andover Boys Swimming has 
won six total and four consec- 
utive New England Champi- 
onships and two consecutive 
Easterns Championships. In 
addition, Fox and Gardner have 
pioneered the team to a three 
year undefeated record. 


According to Hank Yang ’22, 
the coaches’ success stems from 
their achievement-oriented 
mindset. 

“(Fox and Gardner are] good 
coaches because they’re very 
goal oriented and they’re also 
really meticulous in how they 
do things. Coach Fox and Coach 
Gardner plan out the whole sea- 
son and lay out goals for us and 
train us to be able to achieve 
those goals. On top of that, 
they’re not one of those coach- 
es who is always pestering you 
and reminding you of what to 
do. They set up goals for you but 
then they let you do your thing 
and let the team work togeth- 
er to move towards a common 
goal,” said Yang. 


How do you work togeth- 
er? 

Coach Fox: Coach Gard- 
ner is great with strategy and 
working directly with the 
boys on the team. Anyone who 
knows us both also recognizes 
that his emotional intelligence 
is exponentially better than 
mine, so he reads the swim- 
mers and situations really well. 
He also reminds me of how the 
swimmers view me, which 
helps, too. 


Coach Gardner: I feel lucky 
to get to work with Coach 
Fox. He cares deeply about 
each swimmer on the team 
and holds them to high stan- 
dards—both as swimmers and 
as human beings. He has high 
expectations, he sincerely be- 
lieves in each swimmer’s abil- 
ity to meet or exceed their 
goals, and he knows that the 
success of the team depends 
on each and every team mem- 
ber. Additionally, Coach Fox 
motivates the swimmers to 
focus on the things they can 
control—consistently working 
hard, remembering the details, 
maintaining healthy habits, 
embodying good sportsman- 
ship and integrity, striving to- 
ward personal goals, support- 
ing their teammates—rather 
than the things they can’t con- 
trol, like how or what other 
teams might do. Finally, Coach 
Fox is organized and detail-ori- 
ented, building spreadsheets 
and lists of data and preparing 
thoroughly for every season, 
practice, and competition. 


What are your favorite 
memories from over the 
years as coaches? 

Coach Fox: My favorite 
memory is when the 2013 team 


unanimously voted to boycott 
the New England Champion- 
ships—and a pretty certain 
four-peat—because the league 
had changed the rules for how 
many boys could swim at the 
championship, [leaving out] 
some of their teammates. Sup- 
porting their peers rather than 
winning remains a great mo- 
ment for me. 


What have been some suc- 
cesses this season? 

Coach Fox: The team’s pri- 
mary success so far is having 
trained harder than any team 
I’ve seen and seeing that pay 
off at Easterns. With three 
weeks until New Englands, the 
boys are focused on turning 
things around and going faster. 


Coach Gardner: The team 
has focused and trained hard 
all season, and it’s gratifying 
to see that effort culminate in 
fast swims and personal best 
times. It’s wonderful, as well, 
to watch the swimmers cheer 
each other on and take real joy 
in the success of their team- 
mates. I also admire the team 
for their sportsmanship, as 
they consistently congratulate 
their competitors, regardless 
of the outcome of the race.

What makes this year’s 
team special? 

Coach Fox: This year’s team 
is a great combination of peo- 
ple. We have, in the class of 
2020, the best Andover class of 
swimmers since 1949 (which 
had Jimmy McLane, who won 
two Olympic Gold Medalists in 
the summer between his Up- 
per and Senior years as well as 
Richard Thoman, who went on 
to set a World Record). More 
importantly, the class of 2020 
contains strong leadership 
that is passing lessons along to 
the newer swimmers.

Coach Gardner: One other 
thing I love about this team is 
how readily they will put the 
team’s needs over their own in- 
dividual wishes—for instance, 
swimming a different event 
or switching up a relay (some- 
times with short notice) when 
it makes sense for the good of 
the team. 


Boys Swimming & Diving Defeats Exeter, 
Breaks A/E Record

Swimming the 200-yard 
freestyle in 1:40.7 minutes, 
Max Hunger ’20 broke the 
Andover/Exeter meet record, 
contributing to an Andover 
Boys Swimming & Diving vic- 
tory over Phillips Exeter Acad- 
emy 102-70 on Wednesday. An- 
dover’s dual meet record now 
stands at 7-0, with only the 
New England Championships 
(New Englands) remaining. 

According to Trey Wolfe ’23, 
Andover was able to defeat Ex- 
eter due to the team’s impres- 
sive talent and depth. 

“I think where we beat Ex- 
eter today was our depth. Ex- 
eter has a couple of very good 
swimmers, but at the end of 
the day, each swimmer can 
only swim two events. We have 
so many talented swimmers 
that we are not always able to 
take first in every event but 
could take second, third, and 
fourth, and that means a lot 
more,” said Wolfe. 

For Andover, the two-step 
dive was a valuable skill to 


have, as it helped the team get 
an early advantage in races, ac- 
cording to Ralph Lam ’22. 

“It is essentially right before 
you leave the block on a relay 
start, you take a few steps and 
then launch your body off the 
block. We have been practic- 
ing that skill for quite a while, 
actually, and I think today the 
team, [by] putting in their hard 
work and practice and consis- 
tently making sure they are 
getting all the details right, 
pulled it off really well,” said 
Lam. 

According to Wolfe, the 100- 
yard breaststroke stood out as 
a very competitive race. 

“Christopher [Xia ’23] and 
Brandon [Garcia PG’20] did 
a really good job. They were 
both neck and neck until the 
end of the race and they both 
swam incredibly well,” said 
Wolfe. 

On the diving side, Zack 
Peng ’21 broke his own Ando- 
ver/Exeter meet record from 
2018, achieving a score of 
306.8 points. 

Before the race, Head Coach 
David Fox highlighted the im- 
portance of implementing all 


the skills the team had learned 
throughout the season, ac- 
cording to Lam. 

“[Fox] said to make sure we 
maintain our focus, our dis- 
cipline, and that we at least 
not drop our skills and our 
technique that we have been 
working on and that he’s been 
helping us work on for the past 
season,” said Lam. 

In preparation for New En- 
glands this Saturday, the team 
needs to stay healthy and work 
on individual improvements, 
according to Hank Yang ’22. 

“I think everyone knows 
what they have to work on in- 
dividually. Right now, making 
sure that we get enough rest 
and eat well are things we will 
focus on. All the hard work 
has already been done, so right 
now we have to rest our bodies 
so we can swim fast for [New 
Englands].”

Westford is one of the team’s 
toughest competitors and Ando- 
ver performed exceedingly better 
than the previous year, according 
to Mary Kate Turk ’22. 

“They are really good, and their 
team is three times the size of ours. 
Last year, they absolutely crushed 
us, but this year they didn’t crush 
us by as much. Going into the sec- 
ond half, we were actually ahead.

During the practices leading up 
to the two meets, Simon Burnett, 
a former Olympian, coached the 
swimmers on technique and dis- 
cussed his swimming career which 
motivated the team, according to 
Hitchcock and Smirnov.

As with gymnastics, Davis 
has enjoyed the opportunity to 
keep learning new techniques as 
her skills progress. 

“T like that you can be constant- 
ly learning and growing in diving. 
There isn’t much room to be stag- 
nant because there’s always some 
new dive that you can learn or new 
technique that you can try. In that 
Way it’s similar to gymnastics be- 
cause you move up levels and get 
certain classes of skills, so you can 
constantly be improving and you 
don’t really have that plateau effect 
that I think happens in many other 
sports,” said Davis. 

Davis's favorite part about being 
Captain is the opportunity to bring 
the team together and create a sup- 
porting environment. According to 
Davis, having a leader on the team 
was vital to her as an underclass- 
men, as diving is a mentally chal- 


lenging sport. 

Davis said, “The diving team 
was one of my first introductions 
to feeling really at home at Ando- 
ver... It just felt really cool to know 
that my support would really mean 
something to people now that I’m 
this leadership role. I think [sup- 
porting each other] is something 
that is especially important on 
a diving team where a lot of the 
problems you have in diving are 
mental ones. It’s really important 
to feel like you have a network of 
support and that you don’t feel 
competitive with each other in a 
way that’s not productive.” 

According to teammate Presley 
Kmeta-Suarez ’22, Davis is a key 
part of the team due to her diving 
skills as well as her humility and 
positive attitude. 

“Claire is an insane diver. [Head 
Coach Belinda Wolf] calls her 
‘Textbook Claire’ because any 
dive she does is perfect. She has 
the perfect form, perfect pointed 
toes. Every time she does a dive, 
the team always watches it back 
because Coach always says, ‘Watch 
how Claire does it? because she 
does it so well, yet Claire still stays 
humble,” said Kmeta-Suarez. 

In addition to leading the team 
technically, Davis also consistent- 
ly checks in with the divers to see 
how they are doing outside of prac- 
tice, according to Kmeta-Suarez. 

Kmeta-Suarez said, “I think ev- 
eryone can agree that [Davis] is a 
great leader. She really does care 
about every single one of us and 
how we're doing outside of diving. 
She always asks, ‘Oh, how was your 
day?’ or ‘How have you been feel- 
ing?’ which is just such a nice thing 
to do and makes you feel listened 
to.” 

According to Ingrid Appen ’22, 
Davis is able to bring the team 
together through small gestures 
before meets and by giving advice 
during practice. 

Appen said, “One of the really 
nice things Claire does is that be- 
fore big meets, she gives us cards 
and candy, which is really sweet 
because it’s sometimes a stressful 
time, but she makes it a lot more 


positive and brings the team to- 
gether. She’s a really great person 
to talk to. She’s a great person and 
a good friend. I go to her for advice 
a lot about diving. If I don’t know 
what dives I should do, I’ll ask her, 
and usually she'll be able to answer 
pretty well...If we are struggling in 
practice or even out of practice, she 
brings us all up and helps us out.” 

As a captain, Davis hopes to 
demonstrate the same leadership 
and kindness that her previous 
captains exhibited. Davis took this 
opportunity by traveling to East- 
erns in Pennsylvania last weekend 
to cheer on her team despite a back 
injury that prevented her from 
competing. 

Davis said, “I, unfortunately, was 
not able to compete [at Easterns] 
this year because of a back injury, 
but with the support of the swim 
and dive coaches, I decided to actu- 
ally go to Easterns and watch even 
though I didn’t compete. I just felt 
it was really important to be there 
for the team... When people on the 
team told me that they were really 
glad that I came or that they were 
happy I got to see their dives, it felt 
really fulfilling and made me hap- 
py that even doing something kind 
of small can really help” 

As the season comes to a close, 
Davis hopes the team can perform 
at its best at New Englands in two 
weeks by completing new dives 
and taking risks. 

Davis said, “My freshman year, 
I learned one of my dives right 
before a meet. I had done it once 
or twice before, but it was pretty 
sketchy, and I was on the board 
shaking before I went. I hope that 
everyone gets through those dives 
that are a little bit suspicious be- 
cause they’re new. I just really 
hope everyone dives their very best 
at New Englands because that’s an 
11-dive meet, so you have to com- 
pete pretty much every dive that 
you know you can do well. I just 
hope that we can all be well-rested 
and really mentally and physically 
ready before the meet so everyone 
can be in the right headspace and 
get all of their dives done to end the 
season on a good note.”

special is its supportive atmo- 
sphere and the opportunity for the 
team to bond while traveling to- 
gether for several days.

Head Coach Paul Murphy ’84 
and Assistant Coach Catherine 
Carter have been coaching An- 
dover Swimming together for the 
past 19 years. Murphy and Car- 
ter look to lead the team to a win 
against Phillips Exeter Academy 
and in the New England Champi- 
onships at the end of the season. 
This past weekend, Murphy and 
Carter led the team to a 4th place 
finish at the Easterns Champion- 
ship. 

Due to Murphy’s extensive 
background as both a swimmer 
and coach, along with Carter’s 
calm demeanor, the team has con- 
tinued to extend its history with 
a competitive and successful sea- 
son, according to Sofia Smirnov 
"2a 

“Mr. Murphy is definitely the 
one who pushes us the most in 
terms of practices. He is the one 
who always makes the hard sets 
and gives us less rest to push our 


endurance. Before any meet, we’ll 
all gather together and he will 
lead and motivate us through his 
words. Coach Carter is very mo- 
tivational as well and there for us 
in every way possible. She is a bit 
more laid back, because she un- 
derstands that we have really hard 
practices. In that sense, I think 
they work really well together, be- 
cause their energies really balance 
each other out,” said Smirnov. 

In addition, Murphy and Car- 
ter keep in constant communi- 
cation with all swimmers on the 
team, which helps swimmers 
accomplish their season goals, 
according to Co-Captain Grace 
Hitchcock ’20. 

Hitchcock added, “Mr. Murphy 
and Coach Carter are incredibly 
open to collaboration from the 
captains in particular, but also 
from other swimmers on the team. 
I think that is a really important 
quality for our team’s perfor- 
mance, because it means that they 
are really there to facilitate what 
we as a team want to accomplish 
and that they’re willing to go the 
extra mile to see that that hap- 
pens. It also means that they’re 
incredibly open to listening to the 
swimmers which I think is really 
important, because we have the 
best sense of our personal abilities 
and capabilities.”

Coach Murphy: So I started 
swimming [at Andover], which 
is not done anymore—most peo- 
ple come in as swimmers.

applied for one job to come back 
and be a teaching fellow here at 
my old school. I ended up teach- 
ing math and coaching [Andover 
Boys Swimming] the first year 
I was here. Ever since 1991, I 
moved to the Girls team. 


Coach Carter: I tried com- 
petitive swimming for the first 
time at Grinnell College, a D3 
team with no cuts, and it was a 
formative experience in my life, 
even though I wasn’t winning 
many or any races. 


What is your favorite part 
of coaching Andover Girls 


Coach Murphy: My favorite 
part is watching people progress 
through the season and progress 
from sometimes [Junior Year to 
Senior Year]. Sometimes it’s up 
and sometimes it’s down, but I 
like seeing the progression and 
having people’s hard work pay 
off. I think it’s really exciting. 


Coach Carter: I love work- 
ing with such a dedicated team 
of swimmers who work hard to 
perfect their own races in an ef- 
fort to reach group goals—it’s in- 
spiring! They are also really fun, 
and I like their practice playlists. 


What is the most difficult 
part of being a coach? 

Coach Murphy: The most 
difficult part of being a coach— 
which isn’t hard but it is part of 
being a coach—is helping people 
through a dip or not a great sea- 
son or meet.

It is part of being a 
coach and I’ve been doing it long 
enough to know that there is al- 


ways a better day ahead. 

What makes Andover Girls 

imming unique to other 
teams/schools? 

Coach Murphy: I often get 
told by other teams and coaches 
that what stands out about our 
team is that the camaraderie is 
really evident and real. I think we 
spend a good deal of time on this 
in the beginning of the season. I 
believe that people who are ath- 
letes will do best when they’re 
happy. I think happiness comes 
from having a good time in prac- 
tice and meets and just support- 
ing one another. 


How do your coaching 
styles differ but also comple- 
ment each other? 

Coach Murphy: We're good 
friends, which I think is helpful 
to everybody. We talk a lot about 
the team but also just support 
each other on deck and during 
practice. I think we complement 
each other in that as the head 
coach, sometimes swimmers 
don’t want to come to be direct- 
ly, but they are happy to go to the 
assistant coach. [Coach Carter] 
plays a really important in-be- 
tween role sometimes for stu- 
dents, and because there are 20 
kids on the team, there is no way 
I can necessarily appeal to every- 
body, so it’s nice to have someone 
to share that with. 


As the season is coming to 

a close, what are your hopes 

going into Exeter and New En- 
ds? 


Coach Murphy: We had such 
a good weekend at Easterns, so 
I’m feeling good about our pros- 
pects as long as everyone stays 


healthy and uninjured. I think 
Exeter is having a bit of a rebuild- 
ing year, so that will be okay, but 
you never know. It’s Andover/ 
Exeter, so it could go either way. 


Coach Carter: I’d love to see 
us beat Exeter and win Inter- 
schols; we have so much depth 
this year, and after seeing the 
times at Easterns I have a lot of 
faith in our taper and in the girls’ 
determination to swim even fast- 
er at the end of the season. 


What is a message you try to 
convey to your swimmers be- 
fore a race? 

Coach Murphy: Some people 
are very nervous and don’t want 
to be talked to, [while] some are 
very nervous and do want to be 
talked to. I try to figure out who 
those people are. When I was a 
swimmer, I think I didn’t want 
a coach talking to be too much 
before a race, because I was too 
focused at the time. [But] other 
people really liked talking about 
what you’re focusing on, turns, 
the third 50 in a 200, which is 
the hardest part of a race. So I 
talk a little bit about the progres- 
sion of a race often to them, and 
mostly we spend a lot of time in 
practice talking about technique 
and putting the details together 
in practice, because you don’t 
have time to think about that 
during a race... You might go 
fast, but you’re going to burn out. 
In swimming, you need to last 
through the rest of the meet or 
rest of the season, so we're doing 
pretty well on that.

tion to Andover to be very trans- 
formative for her as both a swim- 
mer and teammate. According to 
Rossi, Andover is more team-ori- 
ented than other places, as it pri- 
oritizes team performance and at- 
titude over individual success. 

Rossi said, “Swimming at An- 
dover is very different from my 
club team at home, because my 
club team was very individual-re- 
sults focused, where at Andover 
it’s really about winning as a team. 
Everyone has to contribute their 
own skills to contribute to the 
team goal, and we’re not ranking 
swimmers individually. That joint 
goal makes the team bond a lot 
stronger, just because everyone 
that comes from club teams needs 
to change their mentality.” 

According to Rossi, she con- 
tributes to this strong team bond 
through her mental strength and 
motivation to the team to work 
hard. 

Rossi said, “At Andover, swim- 
ming hasn’t been as serious for me 
as it used to be, because now I’m 


only training one season a year 
rather than year round, so I’ve 
definitely lost some of the speed 
that I had in middle school. As 
[Co-Captain], I don’t necessarily 
bring a lot of speed, but I bring a 
lot of mental strength.” 

According to fellow Co-Cap- 
tain Grace Hitchcock ’20, Rossi in- 
fluences others through her posi- 
tivity and encouraging presence. 

“I think part of her amazing 
heart is her ability to really in- 
spire people to push themselves 
in practice... She really makes ev- 
ery single person on the team feel 
incredibly welcome and like they 
are equally as much part of the 
team as the next person. That’s 
something that takes place both 
in and out of the pool,” said Hitch- 
cock. 

Rossi encourages and supports 
the team during both practices 
and meets, according to teammate 
Alexa DiCenso ’21. 

“During practice, in between 
sets and repeats, she’s always mo- 
tivating us, like telling us, ‘Good 
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job, girls? and ‘Keep going, it’s our 
last one; things like that. At the 
end of our set, she gives us high- 
fives, [and] she’s just very bright. 
At meets, she’s always cheering. 
Whenever she’s not doing a race, 
she’s always at the end of some- 
one’s lane, cheering them on,” said 
DiCenso. 

Out of the pool, Rossi is more 
than just a teammate, and she 
serves as a friend and mentor for 
many on the team, according to 
DiCenso. 

DiCenso said, “I’ve been on the 
team with her for three years, and 
she’s someone that I feel like I can 
talk to if I’m ever having a prob- 
lem or [need] to vent to someone, 
while at the same time she’s seri- 
ous and serene in a way.

do. No coach can push you to im- 
prove that,” said Rossi. 

As the season nears its end with 
only two meets left, Rossi hopes to 
lead the team to a New Englands 
Championship win after coming 
in second two years in a row. 

Rossi said, “Our goal this sea- 
son is to win New Englands. It’s 
a very ambitious goal, but we’ve 
been runner-up for two years 
now, behind Greenwich Academy. 
They’re a really strong team, but 
we got a bunch of strong recruits 
this year, so if anything, the goal 
is to keep closing the gap towards 
first place. If we don’t get first 
place, [second will] be at least a 
very good result.”

INDOOR SEASON OPENS WITH A WIN 


The Andover boys’ track and field team racked up 72 points to open the 2019-20 season with a 
resounding win over Andover High (46 points), Wilbraham & Monson (36 points), and the 
Governor’s Academy (12 points). A balanced effort saw nineteen different athletes score on the 
afternoon, highlighting the depth of this year’s team. In the sprints, Alexander Oder (21)opened his 
season with a blistering 6.78 in the 55m dash — a new upper record and just 0.01 seconds off the 
school record — which was good for first place, while Alexander Schimmel (’22)claimed victory in 
the 300m dash (38.87 seconds) and finished fifth in the 55m (6.99 seconds), both of which established 
new lower records. Oder and Schimmel would also team up with Zach Moynihan (’21)and Ayana 
Alemayehu (°21)to claim the 4x200m in 1:37.55. In the middle-distance events, Alexander Meyer 
(°20) finished third in the 600m in a strong 1:29.17, while Alexander Fung (21)and Ellerman Mateo 
(21)went 1-2 in the 1000m, posting times of 2:48.35 and 2:49.83, respectively.Leo Deng 
(21) followed Fung and Mateo with a 4"place finish of his own. Moving up in distance, the Big Blue 
came away with a 1-2-3 sweeps of both the mile and the 2 mile, led by Isaac Heitman (’22), Jack 
Wilcox (22), and Benjamin Fu (21)in the former and Harrison Wilson (20), Glen Cahilly 
(°23),and Fu in the latter. The final running event — the 4x400m relay — saw another victory for the 
Big Blue, as the team of Meyer, Wilson, Fung, and Julian Dahl (°22)stopped the clock in 3:50.54. 
Over in the field, Liu Rothschild (20)and Safwat Omar (’23)both cleared 5-02.00 to finish fourth 
and fifth in the High Jump, while Oder (19-01.75) and Sebastian Zhu (?20)(18-05.50) placed third 
and fourth in the Long Jump. The lone throwing event also saw strong performances of Andover, 
with Ugo O’Gonuwe (’20)(40-04.00), Holt Bitler °21)(40-00.50), and Rothschild (56-05.25) going 
2-3-4.

RECORDS FALL AT 2020 OPENER 


The Andover boys’ track and field team racked up 74 points to cruise to a large victory over North 
Reading (36) and Tewksbury Memorial (27). In addition to winning 8 out of 9 track events, the Big 


Blue saw a new school record, a new facility record, and three new class records set on the afternoon. 


Beginning with the mile, Christopher Ratcliffe (20) combined with Alexander Fung (21), Harrison 
Wilson (20), and Isaac Heitmann (22) to lead a 1-2-3-4 sweep of the event, posting times of 4:32.20, 
4:46.52, 4:54.14, and 5:16.57, respectively. Patrick Alston (21) would follow suit with a win and a new 
upper class record in the 55m Hurdles (8.44), followed by Joshua Park (22) in 8.58 seconds, who took 
second. 


The headline run of the afternoon, however, came from captain Alex Fleury (20), whose time of 
1:21.49 in the 600m (currently ranked #5 in the nation according to the Athletic.net database) 
shattered both the school and facility records. Fung would claim second place in a strong run of his 
own, posting a time of 1:30.02.

Ugo U’Gonuwe (20) delivered the Big Blue’s lone victory in the field events, taking the Shot Put with 
a huge personal best of 44-11.50, with teammate Holt Bitler (21) taking fourth with a throw of 40- 
01.50. Other scorers in the field included Abhinav Tadikonda (20) and Alexander Shieh (23), who 
finished second and fourth in the Pole Vault with marks of 10-06.00 and 8-00.00, respectively, and 
Safwat Omar (23) and Alexander Mitchell (22), who took third (5-00.0) and fourth (4-10.00) in the 
High Jump.

When did you start track and 
how were you introduced to the 
sport? 

I started track in sixth grade at 
my middle school because it was a 
requirement that you do a sport all 
three terms. I did track because I 
didn’t really know how to do any- 
thing else so I just chose track be- 
cause it was there. I didn’t know 
anything about it going into it but 
I was super excited because the 
first thing I noticed was the team 
dynamic. I used to play soccer, and 
I noticed for soccer, it’s very com- 
petitive even among team mem- 
bers because you're all fighting for 
positions you want. For track, since 
you're all running your own race 
so you feel more like a team even 
though you're still officially com- 


peting against each other. 


What kinds of events do you 
run? 
When I first started track I 
did distance. Then I switched to 
middle-distance, which is what I 
do now. Middle-distance is [the] 
300-Meter [Dash] or [the] 400-Me- 
ter [Dash]. [The] 400-Meter [Dash] 
is my main event right now. I don’t 
really know why I like middle-dis- 
tance so much. It may be because 
I’m not the fastest sprinter and I 
don’t have a ton of stamina, but in 
the middle, I seem to do really well 
with that. 


Why do you enjoy running 


A lot of people really hate the 
400-Meter [Dash] because you still 
have to run it pretty much like a 
sprint the whole time to finish well. 
That means in the last 100-meters 
your legs are numb, your vision 
blurry, you can barely stand, and 
you're trying to not fall over. My 
best guess is that I enjoy the satis- 
faction I get out of these races. Af- 
ter I run a short sprint I don’t feel 
tired in the end, I don’t feel like I’ve 
gone anywhere. For middle-dis- 
tance, you can feel it when you 
get there. I have scars all over my 
knees from all the times I’ve fallen 
because I can’t stand after I finish 
races, but I think it’s all worth it for 
the satisfaction of knowing that I 
ran somewhere. 


What’s your favorite part 
about track and field? 

The team dynamic, especially 
at Andover. I was really nervous 
coming to Andover because I knew 
it was a really competitive envi- 
ronment here, but it was the same 
thing as at my old school. Everyone 
is so supportive and there’s rarely 
competition between each other. 
Last year my friend Nick Kooba- 
tian [’22] and I were both running 
the 200-Meter and the 400-Meter 
[Dashes], and since we were run- 
ning side-by-side to each other we 
were trying to make each other go 
faster. We both cut a lot of time off 
of our records, so it’s all just good 
teamwork and no hostility. I think 
that’s one of the main reasons why 
I stuck with track: because of the 
team dynamic and how we feel like 
a family despite the size of the team 
here. 


Do you have any goals for the 
rest of the season? 

One of my goals that I hit briefly 
was that I wanted to end the sea- 
son with the 300-Meter [Dash] re- 
cord, and I got it for a brief period, 
but then [Captain Alex Fleury ’20] 
took it, so I probably won't be get- 
ting that back for a little while. For 
this season, I want to keep pushing 
down my record and I'm still going 
to shoot for the school 300-Meter 
[Dash] record. 


Do you have a favorite run- 
ner? 

When I was a kid I used to look 
up to Jesse Owens because he won 
gold medals in the Berlin Olympics 
during World War II. That was al- 
ways the thing about him to me. He 
won gold medals when he was told 
he wouldn't, so I was always real- 
ly impressed by his determination. 
Right now I look up to the people 
around me on my team. 


Do you have any pre-meet rit- 
uals? 

Before races, I do the same rou- 
tine right before I get in my blocks 
to start a race. If you ever see peo- 
ple jump around or hit their feet, 
there’s no purpose to that other 
than to intimidate people. I’ve de- 
veloped my own routine. I do two 
jumps and on the second jump I hit 
my thighs twice and make sure that 
it has a really loud clap sound. Out 
of the corners of my eyes I try to see 
if people are looking at me to see I 
did it right. 


What is your stir-fry order? 

It changes from time to time, but 
anything with shrimp. Then I get 
teriyaki and soy sauce, but shrim

I used to do competitive swim- 
ming when I was younger, and one 
day I looked over to the deep end of 
the pool at our local rec center, and 
I saw a bunch of people doing flips 
and spins off of various heights, and 
Ilooked at my mom and said, Mom 
I want to try that) and that’s how it 
all started. 


What’s a favorite memory you 

I think a favorite memory is just 
last year because since coming to 
Andover I haven’t been able to do 
year-round diving, which I used to, 
so I only dive in-season. Last year 
my coaches, both here at Andover... 
and back home... wanted me to dive 
at U.S.A. Diving [and] to go to Re- 
gionals. So I went and I did really 
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well, especially for the three-me- 
ter. I literally just showed up and 
chucked all of my dives without 
any practice. I think I got fourth 
and then third in the one-meter, 
which was just insane, and that 
was a really big victory for me, and 
I carried that all the way through to 
Nationals actually. 


Do you have any pre-meet rit- 
uals? 

Mainly for me, it’s just always 
making sure I’m stretched out.

Besides my [Head Coach Belin- 
da Wolf] I’d probably say my cap- 
tain, Claire Davis ’20. She’s always 
so calm and collected, and she al- 
ways knows what she’s doing. She’s 
also very consistent. 


What are your goals for your 
future in diving? 

I hope that I get the chance to 
dive in college. That’s my current 
plan, and then hopefully I’ll do re- 
ally well in the NCAA.

Josh Seiple ’23 dove over the 
finish line to secure a time of 6.92 
seconds, setting the Junior school 
record in the 55 meters race.

I know his 
goal going into this season was 
to break 7.09 seconds and he ab- 
solutely destroyed that goal. He 
ended up running 6.92 seconds, 
which was incredible for him. It 
was really positive all around.” 

According to Charlie Benja- 
min ’23 and Leverett Wilson ’23, 
the atmosphere of the meet was 
incredibly uplifting and positive, 
even without the presence of the 
upperclassmen. 

“IT was just a volunteer, so I 
was helping some kids out. Today 
I had to mark the pole vaulting 
scores and Alex wasn’t feeling su- 
per confident before he vaulted, 
so I made sure I was really loud 
when I cheered for him and made 
sure that he got loud for everyone 
else,” said Benjamin. 

Wilson added, “T feel like the 
energy today was almost tangi- 
ble. Everyone was really psyched 
to be here. It was a little hard be-

The team’s success at Harvard, 
as well as throughout the rest of 
the season, can be attributed to 
its strong leaders and coaches, ac- 
cording to Fleury and Cahilly. 

Fleury said, “I feel that every-

All of them are so ded- 
icated to spending time with us 
individually and I think that builds 
really good relationships...The 
coaches are always there to help us 
and support us and give us training 
that really sets us up well to peak 
and perform well at these really 
competitive meets.” 

Cahilly said, “I think the team

During the 2019-2020 in- 
door season, Andover Boys 
Indoor Track & Field Captain 
Alex Fleury ’20 held the fast- 
est high school one mile time 
in the country. After joining 
both the indoor and outdoor 
teams his Junior year, Fleury 
has led the team athletical- 
ly every season and was ulti- 
mately elected Captain for his 
Senior year. 

Fleury believes his best 
skills are patience and consis- 
tency while competing on the 
track and leading the team as 
Captain. 

Fleury said, “I have two 
traits that I like to use when 
describing myself as an ath- 
lete and it applies to being a 
captain as well.

Fleury continued, “Another 
trait that applies to me very 
well is consistency... Con- 
Sistency in terms of training 


every day, doing something 
every day to make me better, 
whether or not it is a work 
out, an easy run, or an inten- 
tional rest... So for me, staying 
focused and diligent and being 
consistent about everything 
that I do on top of being pa- 
tient about it has led me to be 
where I am today.” 

According to teammate 
Xavier Smith ’22 and Head 
Coach Rebecca Hession, Fleu- 
ry’s athleticism is unmatched 
and a result of years of dedi- 
cated training. 

Smith said, “The best way 
to describe him is just an ab- 
solute animal. When you see 
him running his race you real- 
ly can’t help but get hyped up. 
He’s the craziest athlete I’ve 
ever seen and he tears up the 
track whenever he races.” 

Hession added, “[His work 
ethic is] extremely consis- 
tent and he has a work ethic 
that embraces patience in the 
process. The work that Alex 
has put in has been years and 
years and years of consistent 
training sort of leading up to 
[his] Senior year.” 

Fleury’s most successful 
events for the indoor season 
have been the One Mile and 
1000-Meter races, however 
he has also run the 600-Me- 
ter race and 300-Meter Dash. 
He currently holds the school 
records for all four races. In 
longer races, Fleury focuses 
on pacing himself to achieve 
strong finishes. 

“Especially in the mile, the 
two mile, and the 800, some- 
thing that I find helps me a lot 
is that I find that I can that if 
the pace goes up quick, I can 
hang on to that pace, like I 
have before in a couple of my 
races. I also pride myself in my 
ability to close very hard in the 
last few laps of a race,” said Fl- 
eury. 

Not only do his teammates 
look up to him for his out- 
standing athletic ability, but 
they also admire his effort to 
connect with all of his fellow 
runners, according to Lucas 
Garcia-Rogers ’22 and Smith. 

Garcia-Rogers said, “He has 
a great presence on the team. 
Even when he’s not running 
he’s still making a great im- 
pact on our group of runners. 


Before any meets or exercises, 
he always brings the group to- 
gether and we do a little cheer 
together which he leads. He 
knows everybody by name... 
after I finished my first race 
he went up to me and person- 
ally congratulated me.” 

Smith added, “Although 
he’s usually cool and collect- 
ed, he keeps the environment 
hype and supportive. In terms 
of outside of track, he stays 
supportive and makes sure 
to say ‘hi’ to the team on the 
path.” 

As Captain, Fleury hopes 
to create an inclusive team 
environment by forging rela- 
tionships with his teammates 
outside of practice. 

Fleury said, “I like to talk 
to people a lot on the team 
to see where they’re at with 
the training and to see how 
they’re doing. I like to con- 
nect with them not only on an 
athletic standpoint, but also 
talk to them about stuff that 
is other than track, so the re- 
lationship that I have with my 
teammates isn’t just limited 
to track so that will allow for 
conversations to be easier and 
they can feel like the team has 
a better dynamic but also they 
can prompt me with anything 
if they have a question.” 

According to Coach Hes- 
sion, Fleury is an exemplary 
leader who is always willing to 
give his best effort during both 
practice and meets. 

Hession said, “I think he 
really is the epitome of some- 
one who leads by example, 
who shows up everyday for 
his team with a positive atti- 
tude ready to give his best and 
ready to cheer on his team- 
mates, and certainly when it 
comes to competition, ready 
to race and compete for his 
team as best as he can every 
time he gets on the line.” 

Fleury will continue his 
track & field career in college 
next year.

INDOOR SEASON OPENS WITH A WIN 


The Andover girls’ track and field team opened the 2019-20 season with an impressive victory on 
their home track with 68 points, easily outdistancing local rivals Andover High (48 points), 
Governor’s Academy (45.5 points), and Wilbraham & Monson (2.5 points). Senior Victoria Kadiri 
(20)led the Big Blue with 14 points, claiming a victory in the shot put (32-10.75) and posting 
runner-up finishes in both the 55m (7.45) and the Long Jump (16-03.50). Her time in the 55m Dash 
established a new Andover record, eclipsing Fredericka Lucas’s mark of 7.49 set back in 2018. 
Elsewhere, Tessa Conrardy (’20)saw a strong debut to her indoor career, taking second place in the 
55m Hurdles in 9.42 seconds before combining with Myra Bhathena (°22)and Athalia Esty 
(22)to lead a 1-2-3 sweep of the 300m in a time of 45.37 seconds. Bhathena’s runner-up time of 
45.81 seconds also established a new lower record. That same trio would team up with Victoria 
Darling (’22)to claim victory in the 4x200m relay with a time of 1:56.27. 

In the distance events, Esme Huh (’22)and Natasha Muromcew (’22)went 1-2 in the mile, 
posting times of 5:46.74 and 5:49.10, respectively, while Charlotte Whitehurst (’22)displayed some 
strong early season form to claim victory in the 2 mile with a time of 11:53.97. Other scoring places 
on the afternoon came from Caroline Ho (’22)(third in the Long Jump), Kiera Suh (’22) (fourth in 
the High Jump and fifth in the Long Jump), Sophie Olafimihan (’22)and Kaely Pierre (23) (third 
and fourth in the Shot Put), Ava Sullivan (’23)and Neena Goldthwaite (’20)(fourth and fifth in 
the mile), Sadie Cheston-Harris (’20) (third in the 600m), Esty(fifth in the 55m), Isabella Alvarez 
Martinez (’23) (second in the 2 mile), and the 4x400m relay team of Whitehurst, Huh, Cheston- 
Harris, and Alvarez Martinez (second).

RECORDS FALL AT 2020 OPENER 


The Andover girls' track and field team returned to action this past Wednesday and hit the ground 
running (no pun intended), scoring 63 points to outdistance both North Reading High (56 points) 
and Tewksbury Memorial High (12). 


Records fell in each of the first three track events, beginning with the mile. Charlotte Whitehurst 
(22) combined with Tiffany Tang (’22), Isabella Alvarez Martinez (’23), and Ava Sullivan (’23) to 
lead a 1-2-3-4 sweep of the event, where Whitehurst’s time of 5:25.39 broke Michael’s Jones’ 
('18) facility record. Myra Bhathena (’22) would quickly follow suit in the 55m Hurdles, stopping 
the clock at 8.96 seconds to take second place and lower her own school record by .04 seconds 
(as well as establish a new lower record). Moments later it was déja vu, as Victoria Kadiri (’20) 
time of 7.41 seconds in the 55m also lowered her own school record by the same amount, 
combining with Emily Cain (’23) to lead a 1-2 finish in the event. 


The success on the track would continue as the 4x200m relay team of Cain, Bhathena, Kendall 
Toth (’23), and Kadiri teamed up for the victory in 1:57.12, followed by Natasha Muromcew’s 
(22) win in the 2 mile (12:02.94). Athalia Esty (’22) would then post a win of her own in the 300m 
with a time of 46.53, followed by Toth in second (48.10) and Isabel Tu (’22) in fourth (49.69). The 
final individual event, the 1000m, saw both Whitehurst and Esme Huh (’22) break the lower class 
record, with Whitehurst taking her second win of the day in 3:17.31 followed closely by her 
teammate in 3:17.77. Sadie Cheston-Harris claimed fourth place in 3:39.32. 


Kadiri posted Andover’s lone win in the field events, taking the Shot Put with a throw of 31-11.00. 
Rory Haltmaier (’20) finished second in the Long Jump with a leap of 14-09.75, just ahead of Tu, 
whose jump of 14-07.00 was good for fourth, while Ridley Warner (’22) claimed fourth place in 
the Pole Vault with a personal best of 6-06.00 


The final event of the afternoon, the 4x400m, saw a second place finish from the Big Blue, as 
Alvarez Martinez, Sullivan, Tang, and Huh teamed up to post a time of 4:52.17. Andover will be 
back in action this Sunday, as the team heads down to Harvard to compete in the GBTC 
Invitational.

Myra Bhathena ’22 crossed the 
finish line in the girls 55-meter 
hurdles in 8.86 seconds at Ando- 
ver Indoor Track & Field’s annual 
ninth and tenth grade meet against 
Phillips Exeter Academy on 
Wednesday.

MARISOL NUGENT IS NATIONAL CHAMP AT 144 IN FIRST EVER GIRLS 
DIVISION 


Co-captain Marisol Nugent '20 went 3-0 today at Stabler Arena, the site of the Prep National Wrestling 
championships. She participated in the first ever girls division of the tournament, and scored 3 first- 
period pins to secure her first place title. Nugent, who entered the tournament already a 5x All- 
American, was seeded 2nd at her weight class behind Reese Larramendy of Wyoming Seminary, who 
is currently ranked 2nd in the country at 144 lbs in national USA wrestling rankings. In the finals 
Nugent hit a quick headlock and put Larramendy on her back, eventually securing the pin. Nugent 
now adds National Prep champion to her already long list of All-American accolades. Nugent becomes 
the second ever Andover wrestler to win the Prep National championships, 18 years after the first 
Andover Prep Champion, Daniel Shvartsman '02. Nugent will continue her post-tournament season 
in March, when she heads to Colorado Springs to compete in the USA Wrestling Girls Folkstyle 
National Championships. 


Also competing well for Andover were Colin Nugent '23 and Nick Buehler '21. Colin Nugent, the 12 
seed, pinned his McDonogh School opponet in 48 seconds in the round of 32. In the round of 16 he 
came up against the number 5 seed from Blair Academy and lost; in the round of 16 consolation 
match he dominated his Springside Chestnut Hill opponent 17-0, but then he fell to his Germantown 
Academy opponent in the next round and was eliminated from the tournament. Colin Nugent went 
2-2, and Nick Buehler went 0-2.

Finishing last season with a 
team championship at the North- 
ern New England Invitational 
and a third-place finish at the 
Nepsac Class A tournament, An- 
dover Wrestling will look to carry 
its success into this season.

gent in an email to The Phillipian. 

One of the team’s goals for the 
season will be to succeed against 
Phillips Exeter Academy after 
falling to several Exeter wrestlers 
last year. 

“T think we might have a shot 
at Exeter this year, something we 
haven’t had in recent years, so we 
will see how that goes, I think we 


would like to circle that one,” said 
Garrity-Rokous. 

According to Nugent, with the 
season already underway, the 
team has been emphasizing a “no 
quit” attitude when it comes to 
its matches. 

Nugent wrote, “Our kids can 
lose matches but I fully expect 
them to step on the mat and give 
it their all for the full six minutes. 
Work hard, show your opponent 
what you’re made of, and never 
give up.

Wrestling Mounts Comeback to Win First Dual Meet of Season

Down 0-4 in his match, 
Riggs McGrath ’21 came back 
to clinch a 5-4 victory for An- 
dover Wrestling in its first 
match of the season. The team 
defeated St. Paul’s by a score of 
33-30 on Wednesday, putting 
its dual-meet record at 1-0. 

Even with many relative- 
ly young wrestlers, the team 
managed to perform well and 
make the most of the oppor- 
tunity to compete on Satur- 
day, according to Co-Captain 
Marisol Nugent ’20. 

Nugent said, “I think we 
performed really well, espe- 
cially considering that our 
lineup right now is made up 
of mostly freshmen and new 
wrestlers. They all performed 
exactly as I expected them to... 
[They] gave it their all on the 
mat... With our newer wres- 
tlers, I think ... getting on a 
mat for the first time and get- 
ting to be in a real match was 
great, given that everyone 
stepped out there and knew 
what they needed to do.” 

According to Arnav Bhakta 
22, many team members per- 
formed well. Highlights from 
the match included pins from 
Co-Captains Eamon Garri- 
ty-Rokous ’20 and Nugent, as 
well as a strong performance 


by Thomas Radzik ’20, all of 
which led to the team’s first 
win against St. Paul’s in two 
years. 

Bhakta said, “I believe that 
the best move of the match 
was by Thomas Radzik. We 
were down 27-30 going into 
his heavyweight match so he 
needed to win. He got a near- 
side cradle and got the pin, 
and that won us the match. 
We hadn’t beat St. Paul’s in 
two years, so it was a bit of re- 
venge.” 

The team cites its hard 
work and focus on fitness as 
the sources of its success, ac- 
cording to Bhakta and Nugent. 

“T think our keys to success 
were going out and working as 
hard as we could during the 
match. St. Paul’s is always a 
really hype match, since we’re 
always really close in skill. So 
it’s important to never give 
up and to work as hard as you 
can during every match,” said 
Bhakta. 

Nugent added, “We have 
been working a lot on our con- 
ditioning by doing a lot of live 
wrestling and making sure 
that we are all able to last the 
full match because one of the 
main challenges about wres- 
tling is making it through the 
full 6 minutes, which a lot of 
kids can’t do. For me, that was 
a big thing, because they really 
didn’t give up and they wres- 
tled the full six minutes.” 

The team looks to improve 
on its more intricate skills as 
well as basic fundamentals in 
hopes of having a successful 
season, according to Nugent. 


Nugent said, “One of the 
things we probably need to 
work on is our top and bottom 
ability. We had a couple wres- 
tlers working looking into a 
half nelson on bottom, which 
is a basic fundamental that you 


shouldn’t do, so we need to 
brush up on those. I want kids 
to like the sport, which is a big 
thing for me. I think a lot of 
people do wrestling—they try 
it and don’t love it and don’t 
come back—so for me, retain- 


ing members of the wrestling 
team is important. I want us to 
do well in tournaments but as 
I said, we have a really young 
team, so I am not going to put 
super crazy expectations on 
them.”

at 2-1 for the day. The team’s over- 
all record now stands at 7-4 and 
5-1in Class A. 

According ‘to Co-Captain 
Marisol Nugent ’20, the team 


was aggressive but ultimately fell 
to Exeter in some surprising de- 
feats. 

“I think against Deerfield it 
went pretty well. I felt like we 
were pretty dominant on our feet 
for the most part, which is always 
important in wrestling, being able 
to be aggressive on your feet. We 
lost against Exeter, which was 
tough, but we lost a lot of win- 
nable matches. I would attribute 
this to the team not being able to 
move on bottom—at the end of 
the day, that’s what caused us to 
lose some of those close match- 
és.” 

The team’s energy stood out 
from its competition, according 
to Co-Captain Eamon Garri- 
ty-Rokous ’20 and Colin Nugent. 

“I'd say [the energy] was very 
high. There was a lot of vigor 
throughout the matches, a lot of 
vigor in the warmups. We kept a 
very high energy. We were very 
excited at the prospect of beat- 
ing Exeter for the first time in a 
long while. And I felt that, espe- 
cially when you could see our 
bench versus Exeter’s bench and 
how much more excited we were 
about each match. There was a 
really clear distinction between 
our two teams, and I think that 
was inherent in our matches not 
just against Exeter,” said Garri- 
ty-Rokous. 

Colin Nugent added, “It was 
really lively, it was pretty hype. 
There were a lot of people in the 


stands, We had a lot of Andover 
people too, it wasn’t just Exeter, 
so we had a lot of people bringing 
the hype.” 

The team looks to work on its 
constant movement on the mat 
and technique in order to match 
the level of higher-ranked teams, 
said Garrity-Rokous. 

“T still think we failed in a lot 
of technical areas like sprawling 
and getting to our shots. We shot 
from distance way too much. I 
think working on our defense, 
especially working from the bot- 
tom, keeping our feet moving and 
hips moving on the bottom will 
be crucial come postseason,” said 
Garrity-Rokous. 

Going into the latter half of its 
season, Marisol Nugent hopes 
the team will be able to be more 
confident against stronger teams 
and learn from its teammates and 
opponents alike. 

Nugent said, “We have (North- 
field Mount Hermon) this com- 
ing weekend who are defending 
champions, so I think that match 
will be challenging. One of the 
things I say when wrestling these 
types of teams is to watch some of 
their kids wrestle. Just noticing 
how different teams have differ- 
ent styles and being able to take it 
as a learning opportunity is key.” 

Andover will travel to Tabor 
on Saturday where the team will 
compete in another triple head- 
er against Avon, Loomis Chaffee, 
and NMH.

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Wrestling Places Fourth at 
Interschols, Looks to Win at 
New England Championships

With 14 wrestlers sent to the 
Class A Interschols tournament, 
eight members of the team fin- 
ished the day qualifying for the 
New England Championships. 
Andover Wrestling placed fourth 
out of 12 schools, bringing the 
overall season record to 10-5 and 
Class A league record to 6-2. 

The team’s varsity starters per- 
formed well, putting up two first 
place victories from Co-Captain 
Eamon Garrity-Rokous ’20 at 
170 pounds and Colin Nugent ’23 
at 126 pounds. Miles Palmer ’23 
and Arnav Bhakta ’22 also placed 
well, earning a runner up position 
in the 113 pound and 120 pound 
weight categories, respectively. 

According to Garrity-Rokous, 
Andover was able to showcase its 
strength and improvement, espe- 
cially through the younger mem- 
bers of the team. 

“We... performed pretty well. 
I think that some of our end 
matches or in some of our tough- 
er matches, we were a little more 
timid than I would have liked. 
Overall, I think a lot of our wres- 
tlers performed very well, and 
I think we went up there to kick 
[butt], and I think we did that 
in a lot of aspects. We showed 
that Andover Wrestling is a very 
deep program, and we’re going to 
hopefully be a very strong wres- 
tling team in the near future,” said 
Garrity-Rokous. 

The Interschols Class A tour- 
nament this Saturday determined 
the setup for the New England 
Championships, where in two 
weeks, the eight wrestlers chosen 
will compete for a chance to move 
onto National Preps. Due to the 
all-female tournament hosted by 
Andover, New Englands will also 
feature a new women’s division. 
In these next weeks, the team 
looks to continue its hard work 
as well as touching on small ad- 
justments, according to Somen 
Chakrabortti’22 and Garrity-Rok- 
ous. 

“Everyone has their own little 
things that need adjustments, but 
I think that one thing I noticed 
late in matches, like in the third 
period, when we're all out of gas, 
we tend to relax and not keep a 
good stance, and keeping good 
position is pretty important,” said 
Chakrabortti. 

Garrity-Rokous added, “It defi- 


nitely gave us a lot of perspective 
on what we need to improve on. 
We have nearly two weeks until 
New England’s. All of our eight 
wrestlers who have qualified and 
are going, that will definitely be 
the focus of practice, on those 
eight guys, that we’re all prepared 
for New England’s. We'll definite- 
ly be working on a lot of stuff that 
we saw in our matches that we 
can improve on, but I think that 
we're in a good place right now.” 

On January 26, Andover hosted 
74 female wrestlers for its annual 
all-female tournament for the sev- 
enth year, featuring a clinic from 
two-time Olympian and World 
Champion Elena Pirozhkova. 

According to Co-Captain 
Marisol Nugent ’20 and Head 
Coach Kassie Archambault ’06, 
this tournament allowed for the 
New England women’s wrestling 
community to grow and support 
each other. 

“For us to have schools like An- 
dover hosting these big women’s 
wrestling events is so empowering 
for all these girls who normally 
don’t have opportunities to com- 
pete against each other. Wrestling 
is an incredibly male-dominated 
sport, like most of the girls who 
you talk to that do wrestle are 
on a boys team and never get to 
wrestle against’ other girls. It’s 
such an incredible feeling to also 
compete against someone of the 
same gender, because I know for a 
lot of these girls, when we wrestle 
against these guys, we are physi- 
cally impared,” said Nugent. 

Archambault said, “It’s a co- 
ed sport, but sometimes girls 
don’t get the opportunity to show 
how good they are until they get 
the opportunity to be wrestling 
against other girls, so that’s some- 
thing we’ve done for seven years. 
Unfortunately, none of our wres- 
tlers participated in it, because 
they were all sick or injured for 
that day, but it’s still an amazing 
event. The female wrestling com- 
munity is really small, so people 
[were able to] make friends. Es- 
pecially if they’re the only girl on 
their team to see that there are 
74 other girls in this room that 
all wrestle and understand what 
it’s like to be a wrestler on a boys 
team, there’s a real sense of cama- 
raderie and sport.” 

Andover will travel to Hart- 
ford, Connecticut in two weeks 
to compete in the New England 
Championships.

In the first ever girls division 
in the National Prep Wrestling 
Championships, Andover Wres- 
tling Co-Captain Marisol Nu- 
gent ’20 pinned all three of her 
opponents, including the num- 
ber two ranked girls wrestler 
in the nation, en route to a first 
place finish in the 142-Ib weight 
class. After tearing her ACL last 
bat Nugent worked her way 

ack to become Andover’s sec- 
ond ever wrestler to win the 
National Prep Championships. 

According to Nugent, all of 
her hard work and training paid 
off when she was able to lift the 
first-place trophy. 

“The girl that I wrestled with 
in the finals, I’ve been trying to 
get a match up with for the past 
year and a half so I was waiting 
for that and trained really hard 
for it. When I tore my ACL last 
year, I was pretty determined 
that I was going to come back 
and win a National title a year 
later and so it was a good feeling 
to succeed,” said Nugent. 

Head Coach Kassie Archam- 
bault ’06 added, “Marisol has 
had her sights set on a national 
championship for over a year. It 
was what she focused on while 


recovering from her ACL tear, 
which ended her season early 
last year. Since she had already 
pinned the number one seed ina 
previous tournament, we knew 
this was an attainable goal... She 
got the job done, and upset the 
number one seed in the finals to 
become champion,” 

According to Nugent, the ad- 
dition of a girls division was an 
initiative she helped fight for, 
believing that it’s a step in the 
right direction for the future of 
girls wrestling. 

“I have spoken to a lot of 
people in the past couple years 
to get the division approved... I 
mean it’s a big deal because this 
year, there was a relatively small 
turnout but I think if you build 
it and give girls more wrestling 
opportunities, the numbers will 
go up within the next couple 
years,” said Nugent. 

At the tournament, which 
took place last Friday and Sat- 
urday at Lehigh University, 
teammates Colin Nugent ’23 
and Nick Buehler ’21 also com- 
peted for Andover, falling in the 
round of 16 and round of 32, re- 
spectively. 

According to Buehler, Colin 
Nugent’s strong performance 
against some of the top wres- 
tlers in the country was proof 
that he will be able to grow into 
a top wrestler in his time at An- 


dover. 

“Colin walked into National 
Prep as a freshman and butted 
heads with some really good 
wrestlers, and came out 2-2; 
he’s done amazingly and I’m re- 
ally excited to see him work in 
the next couple years. All of us 
think he’s got a very bright fu- 
ture with National Preps,” said 
Buehler. 

‘“Colin Nugent was seeded 
12th for his weight class in the 
high school division. For a lot 
of wrestlers, even winning one 
or two matches is a big deal at 
a national tournament. Colin 
won his first match with a quick 
pin... He made it to the round of 
16. He has tremendous potential 
to do well at this tournament in 
the future,” added Archambault. 

Ending the year with a strong 
performance at Nationals, the 
team looks to ride that momen- 
tum into next year, according to 
Buehler. 

“As a closer to the season, 
National Prep gave me some- 
thing bigger to work towards in 
the off season.. Plus, we came 
out of Nationals with the first 
National Prep champion in the 
brand-new women’s division of 
National Prep, Captain Mari- 
sol Nugent. That’s a really nice 
note for the team to go out on,” 
said Buehler.

and Buehler qualified for this 
tournament. 

According to Coach Carl 
Sangree, the wrestlers are go- 
ing to face tough competition 
at this tournament. In order 
to prepare for the high level 
of competition, the wrestlers 
must focus on technique in 
particular rather than the per- 
sistence they relied on to ad- 
vance past New Englands. 

“The level of difficulty goes 
up exponentially for this tour- 
nament, so the biggest thing 
will be to review old films to 
identify areas for improve- 
ment, in my opinion. We won’t 
be able to rely on just good fit- 
ness or grit to succeed at this 
level. We also must be techni- 
cally excellent,” said Sangree. 

Garrity-Rokous noted the 
specific areas in which the 
team must improve in order to 
have achance at winning titles 
at the National Prep tourna- 
ment. 

“T think we need to move 
more and better on bottom 
and sequence those moves 
because we’re facing tougher 
opponents at Nationals, and 
because of that, we’ll need to 
focus on that in practices this 
coming week,” Garrity-Rokous 
added. 

Due to its performance at 
New Englands, the team has 
high expectations for its per- 
formance at the national level. 


In particular, Marisol Nugent 
shows great promise for a na- 
tional title after her success 
at New Englands. According 
to Sangree, Buehler and Col- 
in Nugent also show a lot of 
promise. 

“Buehler has shown tre- 
mendous growth since I have 
known him, and his attitude of 
having fun on the mat with an 
aggressive wrestling style has 
proven effective,” said San- 
gree. 

He continued, “Colin, who 
is just a freshman, has the ex- 
citing opportunity to prove 
himself as one of the nation’s 
top prep wrestlers.” 

The team hopes to ride 
their motto and core value 
of ‘no quit’ through this final 
week of training and the Na- 
tional Prep tournament. Ac- 
cording to Buehler, this motto 
signifies the team’s work ethic 
and mentality on the mat. 

“We wrote [our motto] 
in big letters on the wall of 
the wrestling room, just ‘NO 
QUITY You don’t quit because, 
like I said before, you can al- 
ways still win in a wrestling 
match,” said Buehler. 

This coming weekend, the 
team will travel to Bethlehem, 
Penn., to compete at the Na- 
tional Prep Tournament on 
Friday and Saturday.

In October of 2018, Co-Captain 
Marisol Nugent ’20 claimed her 
first national title after winning the 
Super 32 National Championship 
in Greensboro, North Carolina. As 
one of the best wrestlers in New 
England for her weight class and a 
major advocate for women’s wres- 
tling, Nugent started her wrestling 
career in third grade. Nugent’s 
father inspired her to pursue the 
sport further, leading her to join the 
Andover team. 

According to Nugent, experi- 
enced wrestlers and coaches like 
her father and Head Coach Kassie 
Archambault ’06 have influenced 
her journey as a wrestler. 

“My dad was my coach for the 
longest time, so when I went to 
wrestling it meant I got the chance 
to hang out with him. The tourna- 
ments that we did together were 
always the best things and I always 
wanted to make my dad proud too 
and do well at these tournaments 
_ for him. For a while, it was that re- 
lationship with my dad that drove 
me. I wanted to do well to impress 
| him and keep travelling together,” 
said Nugent. 

While attending Andover, Nu- 
gent’s relationship with Archam- 
bault has given her more exposure 
to wrestling and pushed her to con- 
tinue. 


She added, “I would say the 
thing that makes Andover wres- 
tling worth it for me is my coach. I 
primarily came to Andover because 
of Kassie Archembault’06, she was 
what drove me to Andover and my 
relationship with her changed my 
life. [Our relationship] gave me the 
opportunity of attending Andover, 
and she has also brought me all 
over the country to travel and com- 
pete. She’s just been a very import- 
ant figure in my life so at the end 
of the day, her as my coach makes 
everything worth it.” 

According to Nugent, wres- 
tling’s competitive nature is what 
compels her to continue and drives 
her to win matches. 

“The intensity of the sport is my 
favorite part. I am a person who is 
incredibly competitive, I know I 
have tunnel vision and that’s why 
me and wrestling work so well to- 
gether. When you step out on the 
wrestling mat it is just you, there’s 
no one there to save you if you’re 
losing... It’s just six minutes of ev- 
erything you have and that’s what 
I love about it. It’s a hustle... It’s 
physical. You go out there and you 
have to be tough and tenacious, you 
can’t let anyone push you around,” 
said Nugent. 

As a technically talented wres- 
tler, Nugent utilizes her vast skill 
set to lead as both a personable and 
hard working captain, according to 
Archambault. 

“Everybody respects her tre- 
mendously for her vast knowledge 
of the sport. She’s a really strong 
technical wrestler, she has some 
of the best technique in the room 
and she loves wrestling. She can 
be very intense and focused about 
wrestling, however, she also knows 
when to lighten the mood and 
when to make sure that people are 
also having fun. [Nugent gets] to 
know people outside of wrestling 
because when we're in there for 90 
minutes we’re focusing on wres- 
tling, but she makes sure to ask peo- 
ple questions about their day, their 
hobbies, about things they love that 
make them feel more connected to 
the team,” said Archambault 

According to Co-Captain Ea- 
mon Garrity-Rokous ’20 and team- 
mate Somen Chakrabortti ’22, 
Nugent’s positive and experienced 


leadership has led the team to suc- 
cess over the course of the season. 

“She brings a lot of good ideas 
and energy and vigor to the pro- 
gram. She definitely adds a fun bal- 
ance to the team and its leadership. 
She always comes and asks about 
team bonding activities that we can 
do as a team and I think she defi- 
nitely drives a lot of the energy that 
we see grow in the wrestling pro- 
gram,’ said Garrity-Rokous. 

Chakrabortti added, “She’s a re- 
ally strong leader on the team and 
she has a strong leadership pres- 
ence because she’s really experi- 
enced. She’s been wrestling since 
she was really young so she knows 
what’s going on at tournaments 
and dual meets because we have a 
lot of less experienced players on 
the team, myself included. We have 
lots of [Juniors] and [Lowers] on 
the team so it’s important to have 
a really experienced person like 
Marisol.” 

As captain, Nugent tries to im- 
plement messages she learned 
from her old club, like persever- 
ance and determination, into prac- 
tices. 

Nugent said, “The one thing I 
always tell the team is don’t quit. 
I never want to see a kid give up 
in the middle of a match or in the 
middle of practice. The club that I 
train at has taught me a lot about 
perseverance and determination 
on and off the wrestling mat... I 
don’t care if you’re losing the 
match, but I don’t want to see you 
stop wrestling” 

Nugent has worked hard to put 
female wrestling on the map in 
New England and looks to contin- 
ue her work for Andover and the 
Prep league in the future. 

“T help run a women’s wrestling 
club in Lowell and all of the New 
England women’s wrestling social 
media and organization so I’m very 
involved in the women’s wrestling 
community. I’m hoping that any 
New England Independent School 
Wrestling Association starts add- 
ing more girl’s wrestling opportu- 
nities. In regards to our program, I 
hope we develop more year round 
wrestlers and that people become 
more committed to the sport going 
forward so the room is more com- 
petitive as a whole,” said Nugent.

Andover Wrestling since his Junior 
year after starting the sport in sixth 
grade. 

According to Head Coach Kassie 
Archambault ’06, Garrity-Rokous 
has been a key member of the team 
since his first year and has evolved 
into a leader and mentor.

there and win. Once I remind them

That 
motivates the rest of us to work as 
hard.” 

“He’s such a good technical 
wrestler. He’s always happy to 
work with athletes and show them 
what they could be doing better, 
what they could improve upon.

According to Nugent, she ad- 
mires Garrity-Rokous’s ability to 
excel in both athletics and academ- 
ics.

“Peter [Ling ’20 is] one of a se- 
lect few in our program’s history to 
make varsity as a ninth-grader, and 
he graduates as perhaps the em- 
bodiment of one of our program’s 
many mantras—“BACKYARD 
BASEBALL.” We may never again 
see a weapon as potent on the bases 
as Peter. And [he is] such an amaz- 
ing ambassador of the program off 
the field, as a baseball captain, Blue 
Key Head, dorm prefect, admissions 
panelist, and countless other lead- 
ership responsibilities,” wrote Head 
Baseball Coach Kevin Graber (KG) 
in an email to The Phillipian. 

“Lucas [Stowe ’20] is a rare four- 
year varsity player who started at 
second base as a ninth grader de- 
spite never having played the po- 
sition, a lifelong outfielder at the 
time. I remember that entire season, 
Lucas learning from scratch how 


to field a ground ball, turn a double 
play, and cover second base on a 
steal. And last year, Lucas learned, 
from scratch, how to play first base, 
emerging as perhaps one of the best 
defenders we’ve had at that position. 
And make no mistake, all the while, 
Lucas excelled at his natural posi- 
tion (outfield), and no one’s played 
harder in Big Blue, embodying an- 
other of our programs many man- 
tras—“SPRINT EVERYTHING 
OUT.” And so clutch—who will ever 
forget Lucas’s dramatic rally-ignit- 
ing triple in the 2018 New England 
Championship game against Ex- 
eter?” wrote Graber. 


When did you start playing 
baseball? 


Peter Ling ’20: I have played 
baseball for as long as I can remem- 
ber. 

Lucas Stowe ’20: I’ve been 
playing baseball for as long as I 
can remember. In fact, one of my 
earliest memories was a Christmas 
one year when I was three or four 
years old. My dad got me my first 
baseball glove. It was a Velcro glove 
and ball that I would throw against 
my living room wall. I played little 
league in Sutton, Massachusetts, 
my hometown, and I played for the 
town all the way up to my fresh- 
man year at Sutton High School, 
where I was the center fielder for 
the varsity team. 


What’s your favorite memory 
from Andover Baseball? 


Ling: I have so many memories 
from Andover Baseball. The one 
that always pops in my mind is 
when we won the championship 
in 2018, but my favorite memories 
have occurred during our Florida 
trips. On these trips, I’ve always 
noticed our teams really come to- 
gether. My freshman year, I went 
into that trip scared and shy, but 
came back friends with my team- 
mates and eager to learn from the 
upperclassmen. My favorite mem- 


ory from Florida was when I hit a 
walk-off single in one of our games 
my Lower year. As an underclass- 
man, it was an amazing feeling to 
have contributed in that way. 

Stowe: My favorite memory 
from Andover Baseball was from 
the 2018 championship season 
where I played right field next to 
Joe Simourian ’18 in center field. 
When we would take the field 
between every inning, Joe and I 
would play catch to warm up. One 
time half way through the season, 
we were running onto the field and 
he looked at me and said, “Luke, 
go long!” and he started acting like 
a football quarterback. So I ran a 
route, caught the ball, and Gronk- 
Spiked it at the end. He loved it, and 
we did it every single time we took 
the field for the rest of the year. 


Do you have any pre-game rit- 
uals? 


Ling: I do have several pre- 
game rituals. Right before the game 
starts, I tend to say a quick prayer 
down the left field foul line with a 
few teammates. This really helps 
me relax and get my mindset ready. 
We are always super loud during 
our pre-game _ infield/outfield 
warm up, and in my three years, a 
team never had more energy than 
us. KG calls this “winning the game 
before the game starts,” and we 
show any team that we aren’t here 
to lose. I also do the exact same 
routine when I step up to the plate. 
I first write some initials in the dirt 
with the knob of my bat, tap the 
outside of the plate, inside of the 
plate, and point my bat towards the 
pitcher. These rituals help me keep 
my routine, so that no matter the 
day, setting, or team we are play- 
ing, I know I can handle myself the 
same way. 


Did you have any role models 
throughout your baseball ca- 
reer? 


Ling: I have had so many role

models throughout my time as a 
baseball player. At Andover, my 
biggest role model was Tristan 
Latham ’19, who I met early in my 
freshman year. Before I was even 
on the team, he showed me what 
it’s like to not only work hard but 
to be a good teammate. What he 
taught me the most was how im- 
pactful it can be to be a good team- 
mate as such. I always made an ef- 
fort to help the younger players on 
the team feel welcomed and driven 
because of what I learned from 
Tris tan. 

Stowe: During my time at An- 
dover, my biggest role models were 
my captains and senior leaders 
from [Lower] year—particularly 
Joe Simourian 718, Anthony Red- 
fern 18, and Travis Lane ’18. They 
were the best leaders I’ve ever met, 
and they created a team chemis- 
try that was unmatched on any 
team I’ve ever been a part of. Every 
single one of us, from the Senior 
class to the freshman class, were 
best friends that year, and it really 
started with the leadership of those 
guys. I still am great friends with 
them, and I even called Joe a few 
times this fall and winter for cap- 
tain advice. 


How are you trying to con- 


nect with your team despite be- 
ing off campus? 


Ling: This has been the most 
difficult part of being off campus 
this spring for me. A big part of the 
baseball program is underclass- 
men watching the upperclassmen 
and learning from them the way 
that we do things at Andover. This 
includes things such as springing 
on and off the field in between in- 
nings, running hard on the bases at 
all times, “defensive rolls” on pitch- 
es that are accidentally thrown at a 
hitter... just all the little things that 
Coach [Graber] always emphasiz- 
es wins us games. Our team was 
young [this year], and I know that 
KG has expressed his disappoint- 
ment that our incoming freshman 
class did not get the year of playing 
alongside us that we all expected 
them too. We have been doing as 
much as we can to connect with 
the entire team, including week- 
ly Zoom calls to talk about things 
we can be doing together to con- 
tinue building our team chemistry 
during this quarantine. One thing 
we have been doing is little compi- 
lation videos, or “Alone-together” 
videos. That has been a lot of fun, 
and KG always makes awesome 
edits.

How are you trying to con- 
nect your team during the coro- 
navirus?

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Girls Lacrosse Participates in The Last Shift Virtual 5K Challenge

Last Monday, Andover Girls 
Lacrosse participated in a na- 
tionwide fundraiser event called 
The Last Shift Virtual 5K Chal- 
lenge. Founded by three college 
student-athletes, the campaign 
was created with the goal of ral- 
lying student-athletes around 
the country to raise funds for 
the HEADstrong Foundation, 
an organization dedicated to im- 
proving lives affected by cancer. 
Andover ended up donating 364 
dollars to the campaign. 

The event provided the team 
with a chance to experience what 
practice would have been like had 
the season continued, according 


to Co-Captain Olivia Nolan ’20. 

Nolan said, “When we’re on 
campus, we usually do some kind 
of running or conditioning on 
Mondays. It was kind of cool that 
this was on a Monday because it 
sort of simulated what we would 
actually be doing on that day if we 
had a regular practice. So it was 
just more of a way to connect and 
feel like you’re still a part of the 
team even though we can’t be to- 
gether on campus.” 

According to Jessica Scott ’20 
and Emily Smith ’22, donating to 
the campaign and participating 
in the virtual five-kilometer race 
gave the team a chance to show 
their solidarity with the doctors, 
nurses, and cancer patients. 

“Especially during this time 
with Covid-19 and everything 


when a lot of nurses and doctors 
are having to go help patients 
with the coronavirus, the virtual 
5K was a way of letting the can- 
cer patients know that there are 
still people who are thinking of 
them,” said Scott. 

“I decided to do it because 
it was a way to stay motivated 
during quarantine and give to 
charity. The money is donated 
to cancer research, and both my 
grandmother and cousin fought 
cancer, so I didn’t even think 
about not participating,” wrote 
Smith in an email to The Phillip- 
ian. 

The team is grateful for the op- 
portunity it had to participate in 
such an important event, accord- 
ing to Smith. 

“T think it helped the team get 


together despite not being able to 
be together. It allowed both the 
JV and Varsity to come [together] 
while we are home. It also was 
just a way to give back during 
such a hard time for everyone. 
I think it allowed everything to 
stay in perspective that other 
people have it worse. In addi- 
tion, it was just very inspiring to 
have so many people run around 
the country for a good cause, and 
not allow the virus to stop them,” 
wrote Smith. 

According to Nolan and Scott, 
the team is working hard to come 
up with other ways of ensuring 
that everyone remains connected 
in the coming weeks and months. 

Nolan said, “As a group, the Se- 
niors have been in constant com- 
munication with the coaches to 


try to come up with ideas to keep 
the returners from last year and 
everyone involved with Girls La- 
crosse [connected]. We’ve come 
up with challenges like sending a 
picture of yourself working out or 
having fun with your family.” 
Scott added, “We recently 
downloaded this app all togeth- 
er that tracks our runs as a team. 
So we’ve all been going on one- 
mile or three-mile runs pretty 
much every day. And we’ve also 
been sending each other selfies, 
weather reports, and updates. We 
also have a buddy system where 
we're assigned to groups where 
we just check-in and talk. It’s 
definitely hard to stay connected 
as we would otherwise but we’re 
making it work with technology.”
